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ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist 

Churches in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed 
May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly : — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolies, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Ros- 
well Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. 
Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm, Quiner, and their 
associates, be, and they are hereby made and constituted a body politic and 
corporate, by the name of the General Convention of the Baptist Churches 
in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and their 
successors shall and may have perpetual succession; shall be capable of 
suing and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what 
nature soever, may have a common seal, and the same alter or change at 
pleasure; and may also have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey away 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not ex- 
ceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, whatever may be 
the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the pur- 
poses designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such 
other officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; ma}' 
make by-laws respecting the number, qualifications and duties of their 
officers and members, prescribe the mode of election, and admission of mem- 
bers, the time, place and manner of holding their meetings; the number 
necessary to form a quorum, and all other by-laws and regulations the said 
convention may deem necessary for the government and due regulation of 
its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects of said Convention 
as expressed in their constitution, not repugnant to the laws of this State 
or of the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist 
Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, on 
the second Wednesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, amended, 
or repealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolve in Alteration, Passed May,. 1829. 

Resolved by this Assembly : — That said corporation be hereafter called and 
known by the name of “ The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 

Resolve in Alteration, Passnd June 15, 1899. 

Resolved by this Assembly : — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by 
the General Assembly of this state, May session, 1824, may here- 
after have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, 
or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty-five 
thousand dollars. 


CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION, 


Article I. The name of this body shall be The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention. 

Article II. The object of this Convention shall be to promote the 
preaching of the Gospel, and the organization and maintenance of Baptist 
Churches and Sunday-schools in the State of Connecticut. 

Article III. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the Bap- 
tist churches in Connecticut, of the same faith and order as the present 
associated Baptist Churches. Each of such churches as shall have contrib- 
uted to the funds of the Convention during the year last preceding the 
annual meeting, may be represented by its pastor and one delegate for 
every one hundred and fraction of one hundred resident members; provided 
that no church shall be entitled to more than five delegates besides its pas- 
tor. Every church having one or more schools connected therewith may 
elect and send an additional delegate to represent each such school. 

Article IY. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, Vice- 
President, Secretary, Treasurer, and Auditor; all of whom shall be elected 
annually by ballot, and whose duties shall be specified in by-laws adopted 
by the Convention. 

Article Y. There shall be a Board of Trustees, not exceeding thirty- 
three (33) in number, one-third of whom, after the first election, shall be 
chosen annually by ballot. At the first election they shall be chosen in 
classes of one, two, and three years. At least one-tliird of the trustees 
shall be laymen. The Trustees, together with the officers of the Conven- 
tion, shall constitute a Board of Management, in which shall be vested all 
the privileges and authority of the Convention when the Convention is not 
in session. The duties of the Board of Trustees shall be specified in by- 
laws adopted by the Convention. 

Article YI. The Constitution may be altered or amended by a two- 
tliirds vote of all the delegates present at any annual meeting, after one 
year’s previous notice. 

BY-LAWS FOR GOVERNMENT OF THE MEETINGS OF THE 

CONVENTION. 

1. The Convention shall meet on Tuesday preceding the third Wednes- 
day in October, at 10 o’clock a. m., and the morning shall be devoted to 
the transaction of business in the following order: 

1. Calling to order. 

2. Reading of the Scriptures and Prayer. 

3. Address of the President. 

4. Calling Roll of Delegates. 

* 5. Report of Trustees. 

6. Report of Treasurer. 

7. Election of Officers. 
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Tuesday afternoon and evening shall be devoted to the mission work of 
the Convention. Reports shall be heard from the Superintendent of Mis- 
sions, from the Committee on the State of the Churches, and from the 
Committee on Sunday-schools, together with addresses upon these interests. 
The annual sermon, if any be provided, shall be preached at such hour as 
Committee of Arrangements shall decide. Wednesday morning the Con- 
necticut Baptist Education Society will hold its annual session. Wednesday 
afternoon shall be devoted to reports of committees and to miscellaneous 
business. 

2. The President shall appoint all committees unless otherwise ordered. 
Standing committees shall be appointed as follows : (1) On Arrangements 
for Next Year. (2) On Sunday Schools. (B) On Obituaries. (4) On New 
Churches. (5) On Temperance. (6) On State of the Churches. (7) On 
Home and Foreign Mission Work; and such other committees as may be 
deemed necessary or expedient. 

8. The Committee of Arrangements shall endeavor to provide that the 
meetings of the Woman’s Missionary Societies may not be held during the 
hours the Convention is in session. The annual reports of their meetings 
may be read in open meetings of the Convention, and by the vote of the 
Convention may be spread upon the minutes. 

4. No objects other than those provided for by the Constitution shall 
be presented at the annual meeting, unless by the unanimous consent of 
the Convention. 

5. The proceedings of the Convention shall be regulated by the ordinary 
rules governing deliberate assemblies. 

6. The minutes shall be read and approved before the adjournment of 
the Convention. 

BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

1. The Board of Trustees shall hold three meetings during the year, one 
immediately after the session of the Convention, one in the month of April, 
and one on the day preceding the next meeting of the Convention. Other 
meetings may be called by the Secretary at the request of the President, or 
five members of the Board. 

2. The President of the Convention shall preside at all meetings of the 
Board; in his absence the Yice-President sl^all preside; in the absence of 
both President snd Vice-President the Board shall choose a President pro 
tem. The Secretary shall be ex-officio secretary of the Board. 

3. At the first meeting of the Board, each year, it shall elect from its 
members an Executive Committee of fifteen (15), including the President, 
Vice-President, Treasurer, Secretary, and Auditor. It shall also appoint a 
Finance Committee of three. It may appoint other committees if deemed 
expedient. 
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4. At the meeting of the Board, in October, the Board of Trustees 
may appoint a Superintendent of missions, who shall have the gen- 
eral oversight of the work of the Convention under the direction of the 
Board or of its Executive Committee. The salary of the Superintendent 
shall be fixed by the Board, and his year of service shall be from the time 
of his appointment till the next subsequent meeting of the convention. 

5. The Board may, at any of its regular meetings, appoint such mission- 
ary or missionaries, for evangelistic work within the State, and for such 
terms of service as it may deem expedient. 

6. The Board shall have power to provide means for raising funds for 
the Convention; also to dispose of said funds according to the provisions 
of the charter and the Constitution. 

7. The Board of Trustees, immediately after the adjournment of the 
Convention, shall, through its Secretary, send to each church and pastor in 
che State a printed circular, setting forth the number of missionaries ap- 
pointed by the Convention, the amount of money required to meet the 
yearly expenditure, together with the approximate amount each church 
should contribute. 

8. All appropriations in aid of churches and for payment of missionaries 
shall be made by the Board in accordance with the regulations laid down in 
the by-laws. 

9. The Board shall make report of all its transactions to the Convention 
at its annual meeting. 

The Executive Committee. 

1. The Executive Committee shall meet at least four times during the 
year, in the months of October, January, April and July, and at any other 
time at the call of the President and Secretary. They shall consider and 
report upon all applications for aid. . When the Board is not in session its 
authority shall vest in the Executive Committee, but no contract or agree- 
ment made by the Executive Committee shall remain in force beyond the 
time of the next ensuing meeting of the Board of Trustees unless approved 
by the Board, except in such cases as have been referred to the Executive 
Committee for final action. 

2. The Executive Committee shall make full report of all its transactions 
to the next ensuing meeting of the Board of Trustees. 

Duties of Officers and Finance Committee. 

1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Convention, of the 
Board of Trustees, and of the Executive Committee. 

2. The Vice-President shall perform the duties of the President during 
his absence. 

3. The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds of the Convention. lie 
shall he the custodian of the securities of the Convention, and shall keep a 
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careful record of all permanent, conditional, and special trust funds, 
with a brief statement of the conditions under which they are held and 
the particulars concerning their investment. He shall keep each class 
of funds separate and distinct from every other, and from the several 
funds of the Convention. He shall prepare a monthly statement of the 
condition of the treasury and submit the same to the Executive Com- 
mittee through the Secretary. He shall execute all financial docu- 
ments, and when necessary, affix thereto the seal of the Convention 
unless the Board of Trustees shall otherwise specifically direct. He 
shall make payments out of the treasury only upon the written order 
of the Secretary. Whenever required by the Executive Committee he 
shall give bonds to such an amount as they may direct. 

4. The Secretary shall keep a faithful record of all the meetings of 
the Convention, of the Board of Trustees, and of the Executive Com- 
mittees. He shall furnish for publication in the Christian Secretary 
brief reports of all important transactions in their meetings, as far as 
the interest of the Convention will admit. The quarterly reports of 
the churches aided by the Convention, and of the missionaries em- 
ployed, shall be made to the Board through him, and he shall prepare, 
for each meeting of the Board and of its Executive Committee, a state- 
ment of the business which needs to be brought before it. He shall 
draw orders on the treasury only as authorized by the Board of Trus- 
tees or its Executive Committee. 

5. The Auditor shall audit the accounts of the Treasurer and make 
a report thereof to the Convention once a year, and each quarter if 
required by the Board. 

6. The Finance Committee shall have charge of, and approve by their 
signature, the investment of all the trust funds of the Convention sub- 
ject to the approval of the Executive Committee. They may require 
of the Treasurer, statements of all transactions relating to trust funds, 
and of current receipts and expenditures whenever they deem it 
necessary. They may authorize the temporary transfer by the Treas- 
urer of the funds of the Convention from one class to another when- 
ever they may deem it necessary. They may, with the Secretary, di- 
rect the payment of amounts, not exceeding fifty dollars, in exigencies 
that cannot await the action of the Board of Trustees or of its Execu- 
tive Committee. Under no circumstances shall any of the funds of 
the Convention be loaned to any officer, legal advisor, or member of 
the Executive Committee, or to any corporation or business enterprise 
in which any of them is personally interested. 

Rules to Govern Appropriations. 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quar- 
terly reports to the Board through the Secretary. All appropriations 
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to cliurclies shall be made quarterly, and no application for aid will 
be considered until the report of the church has been received. 
Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first weeks in October, 
January, April, and July. 

2. Appropriations will be made to churches only when such 
churches have settled pastors, and when they shall have made, 
within the year preceding, contributions for at least three objects of 
benevolence, including the Domestic Mission work of the Connecti- 
cut Baptist Convention, and when they shall have satisfied the 
Board that their methods of raising funds are systematic, and best 
adapted for securing the largest possible revenues from their local 
constituencies. 

3. No appropriation shall be made to any church, when in the 
judgment of the Executive Committee the pastor of the church is 
not considered worthy of such aid. It is therefore recommended 
that any church, without a pastor, applying for aid, shall confer with 
the Superintendent of Missions, or the Executive Committee, before 
the choice and settlement of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward the 
erection of any house of worship until the approval of the plan by 
the Executive Committee shall have been secured; and in all eases 
where such appropriations amount to $500 or more, the church or 
society so aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust of 
the property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time 
as the Board of Trustees shall deem it expedient to reconvey the 
property. 

5. No appropriation shall be made to a church until its application 
has been approved by a Missionary Committee representing the asso- 
ciation within whose territory the church is located; said committee 
to be elected by the association, or, in case of failure to elect, ap- 
pointed by the President. 

6. The quarterly appropriations of the Board shall not exceed one- 
fourth of the reasonably assured regular annual revenue from the 
churches and individuals and invested funds of the Convention, 
except upon the basis of definite pledges sufficient to cover the ex- 
cess. The revenue is to be estimated by the average receipts of the 
Convention from aforesaid sources, for the three years immediately 
preceding. 

The Supekintendent oe Missions. 

The Superintendent of Missions shall have the general oversight 
and care of the entire work of the Convention under the direction of 
the Executive Committee. He shall visit the churches aided by the 
Convention as frequently as may be, consistently with his other 
duties. He shall investigate any new enterprises that should be 
brought to the attention of the Board and report the same. He shall, 
as opportunity may offer, present the claims of the Convention be- 
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fore the churches and receive subscriptions and collections for the 
Convention. He shall be present at all meetings of the Board, and 
of the Executive Committee, to counsel and advise in all their 
action's, but shall have no vote. He shall advise the churches aided 
by the Convention on all matters in which liis advice is asked, but 
he shall not pledge the Convention to any pecuniary aid except as 
authorized in each case by the Board of Trustees or by its Executive 
Committee. 

Amendments. 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer 
and of the Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made 
thereto at any meeting of the Board of Trustees by a majority vote. 

Such of these By-Laws as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and 
of the Finance Committee shall be of equal binding force with the 
provisions of the Constitution, and can be changed only by a two- 
thirds vote of all the members present at the annual meeting of the 
Convention, and after one year’s notice. 

General Resolution. 

All resolutions, or parts of the same, heretofore adopted by the 
Convention, Board of Trustees, or Executive Committee, which are 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Constitution and By-Laws 
are hereby repealed. 

Churches Contributing. 

All churches sending delegates to the Convention are bound by 
their obligations to God and their brethren to make annual con- 
tribution to its treasury, and none, large or small, ought, in any case, 
to fail in this important duty. They are requested to be very par- 
ticular and exact in their appointment of delegates and designation 
of funds, and see that these funds are placed in the Treasury, and 
published in the minutes of the Convention. 

. Legacies. 

Form of a Legacy.— I also give and bequeath to The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention dollars, lands, houses, or other property, 

for the purpose of the Convention, as specified in the act of incorpo- 
ration. And I hereby direct my executor or executors to pay said 
sum to the Treasurer of said Convention, taking his receipt for it, 
within months after my decease. [If real estate is devised, 

describe the premises with exactness— both lots and buildings.] 

For The Building Fund— I give and devise to The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention money, lands, houses, bonds— as the ease may be— 
for the Building Fund, to aid in procuring or paying for suitable 
Houses of Worship for Mission Churches. 

A similar form will answer for The Connecticut Baptist Educa- 
tion Society. Only be careful to specify the name. 


SEVENTY-SIXTH ANNUAL SESSION 


OF THE 

Connecticut Baptist Convention. 

TV ATERBURY, CoKjV., Oct. 17, 1899. 

The Seventy-sixth Annual Meeting of the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention was held in the meeting-house of the First 
Baptist Church, W aterbury, on the above date. 

President W. A. Grippin called the Convention to order 
at 10 a. m. 

After singing “All hail the power of Jesus’ name,” Rev. 
F. T. Parry, pastor of the church, welcomed the Convention. 

Mr. President and Delegates from Abroad: 

The duty assigned to me of speaking a word of welcome to you 
is a very pleasant one; for we so appreciate the honor and pleasure 
of entertaining you here that I am confident that could all of our 
people be here this morning they would respond with a hearty amen 
to the sentiment that we very cordially welcome you to our hearts 
and homes and church. Waterbury boasts of the fact that it is a 
city no less renowned for its hospitality than for its beauty. I think 
the people of our own and the Second Baptist Church find a peculiar 
pleasure in reading over that incident alluded to by Luke when he 
wrote of the brethren who took their baggage and went up to Jeru- 
salem. and who, when they were come to the city, were gladly re- 
ceived by the brethren. In the grace of hospitality we claim kinship 
with the Christians of old Jerusalem, and so with cordial welcome 
we greet you. We are proud of our city, proud of its internal and 
surrounding beauty, proud of its push and bustle and enterprise, 
proud of its manufactories, proud of its mercantile interests. We 
are proud of the city’s past achievements, and proud of its future 
prospects. We hope you will get up early these fine October morn- 
ings and walk around about our city. Count the towers thereof, and 
mark well her bulwarks. Climb to the summit of one of our many 
surrounding hills and look down upon the city and you will have a 
scene photographed on your vision which will never fade away; at 
one extremity of the view you will see the buildings of the poor- 
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house, at the other extremity the cemetery; we hope you may take 
such care of yourselves as to keep out of either for a long time to 
come. If you clo not consider the statement a too brazen one, we 
would remind you that most of our people are employed in a busi- 
ness which was started 5,774 years ago by a man named Tubal; the 
record is found in the 22d verse of the 4th chapter of Genesis, which 
reads: “ Tubal-Cain was the instructor of eveiy artificer in brass.” 
So if age and old associations give dignity and solidity, Waterbury is 
rich with a glory which but few other places on this old earth can 
boast. I cannot take the time to enumerate the things we have nor 
the things we do here, but all we have and all we are we place very 
cheerfully at the disposal of the Convention. We expect to get -so 
much benefit from your coming that we feel we cannot claim any 
pre-eminent distinction in generosity, as we offer you everything we 
have for your use. We welcome you to all that is within your reach. 
We welcome you to go where you please and do what you please. 
If you don’t see what you want, ask for it. We have a spirit of ex- 
pectancy that your coming will give added impulse to our own 
work, for we know that the Convention is made up of Christian 
men and women who come together to consider questions of as great 
importance as any that absorb the thought of man, questions con- 
nected with the problems of how to reach the unchurched and lead 
them to Christ and in the ways of righteousness. As you shall 
counsel together upon these great problems we hope to have a 
greater efficiency given to our own work. 

In sending forth His disciples, Jesus declared: “ He that reeeiveth 
you reeeiveth me ”; believing you to be His representatives, we rever- 
ently receive you, for your own sakes, as brethren beloved, for your 
work’s sake, because you are engaged in and accomplishing so 
blessed and important a work, and for the Master’s sake, whose ser- 
vants you are and in whose name you come. But not to intrude 
further upon your patience, Mr. President and brethren of the Con- 
vention, in the name of the Baptists of Waterbury I extend to you a 
cordial welcome from loving hearts to hospitable homes, and hope 
your stay with us may be so pleasant that when you leave you will 
carry with you one sweet flo-wer, a fragrant forget-me-not, as a token 
that you will hold us in memory and remember us in your prayers. 

President Grippin replied as follows : 

“ Personally and in behalf of the delegates here assembled, I 
thank you and your people for this hearty welcome, and assure you 
of our appreciation of the same and what it implies. 

“ The thirteen years which have elapsed since our Convention 
last met with this church have been years of rich achievement in 
your favored city, and because of the many interests which have 
here grown apace in the wonderful march of progress Waterbury 
has excited admiration from near and from far. We can well be- 
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lieve that what has been true from a commercial standpoint has 
also, to a good degree at least, been the record of your Christian 
work and workers; therefore I trust our contact will be such that 
new ideas may be imparted and new spirit infused to that extent 
that a rich reward will result in our several fields of effort after we 
separate. 

“ The past year for the Convention can be said to have been one 
of progress; not in any marked degree, or to the extent it was rea- 
sonable to hope for and expect, in view of the removal of some of 
the distracting influences so strongly in evidence during the preced- 
ing year, but for the encouragement of our friends I can state that 
the record is on the right side and stands for advancement. It goes 
without saying that our work has been restricted from lack of neces- 
sary funds, and in consequence your Trustees have been obliged to 
say no to many urgent calls for aid, but they have endeavored to 
make the means at command tell to the utmost, and the generally 
encouraging present condition of our various interests indicates with 
what success they have labored with the problems presented. 

“Appreciating as never before the increasing demands and im- 
portance of the work on our own home field, I am impelled once 
again to appeal for more liberal financial support, which must be 
had if we are to assume other than a defensive attitude; in this 
connection it may not be untimely to refer to the fact that the 
measure of prosperity now being enjoyed by the people all over our 
country is not reflected to a corresponding degree by contributions 
to interests which make for the eternal good of mankind and the 
answering of the prayer ‘ Thy kingdom come.’ This is not as it 
should be, and suggests the question, Are we forgetting the source 
of all our blessings? If this be so, whether as a nation or as indi- 
viduals, we will pay the penalty as surely as did the favored people 
of old. 

“Where much is given much is required, and I believe it is 
clearly the duty of the Baptists of Connecticut to recognize their 
privilege and respond to the needs of the Convention in a manner so 
cheerful and substantial that the closing year of this grand century 
will witness, not only the cancellation of all existing obligations, but, 
in addition, provide the needed income to prosecute the work in a 
manner and on a scale worthy of the time in which we live. If need 
be, special effort should be made to this end, but such, to any un- 
usual extent, ought not to be required; an average of fifty cents 
from every Baptist in the state will accomplish this highly desirable 
result, a seemingly small undertaking, and it will indeed require but 
little effort if we make it a matter of prayer and then do what we 
can to help answer our prayers. Shall we do it? I trust when we 
meet one year hence it will be shown that an affirmative answer has 
been rendered. 

“ ‘ By their fruits ye shall know them.’ ”

Rev. K. T. Allen read John 18 :1-14, Rev. J. W. Payne 
offered prayer, and Rev. Henry Clarke preached the annual 
sermon from John 18 : 6. 

These rude soldiers fell to the ground because they stood face to 
face with the spotless character of Christ, and in this we have sug- 
gested the means by which Christ will work through His people to 
conquer the world. We need to notice the quiet, conquering power 
of Christ; this was shown in the way ITe Avrouglit all His miracles 

— and even at the time of His resurrection; and when He ascended 
on high. It was not the sufferings of Christ that conquered the 
world — but the one avIio suffered. When Peter had denied Him 
He simply looked to Peter, and in that look was all the power needed. 

The church has had a succession of such quiet conquerors. 

The church has lost poAver by laying emphasis on wrong things 

— the lighter side of life — entertainments and diversion. The 
preachers, in some instances, have loAvered the church of Christ by 
the topics discussed — selfish relations often exist between churches 

— the intellectual element is sometimes too much exalted — churches 
seeking a man who can draW by his oratory, too much emphasis is 
often laid on organization. Instead of dwelling upon any or all of 
these the dependence should be on the power of a holy, righteous 
life among the members. This holy life can only be gained by con- 
tinuing in communion with Christ himself until Ave have gathered 
in the SAveetness of Christ’s pure life. 

After singing “ Hearer my God to thee,” Rev. P. S. 
Evans, by vote of the Convention, read the report of the Board 
of Trustees. 
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REPORT OF BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


Dear Brethren of the Convention : 

We would respectfully submit to you the report of our doings for the 
year. As last year, so this, we have been happily exempt from any in- 
roads on our numbers by death. But we have, during the latter part of 
the year, suffered from the too frequent changes in the pastorate. Rev. 
E. W. Husted of Meriden and Rev. J. Bunyan Lemon of Willimantic 
have removed from the state. Both of these have been loyal supporters 
of the Convention, and their counsels will be missed in our deliberations. 
Rev. E C. Sage, D.D., of New Haven, has also resigned, but we are still 
allowed to hope that he may find some other pastorate in our state, 
especially since he has proved himself so efficient in the secretaryship of 
the Education Society. Rev. J. R. Stubbert has also removed from New 
London, to serve in the Southington church. 

The report of the general condition of the churches will be more fit- 
tingly given by your special committee on “ State of Churches.” Last 
year our report called your special attention to the changed conditions 
that prevail, as incident, largely, from the shifting population and the 
immigration of foreigners. The returns of that year showed the smallest 
number of baptisms for ten years, being only 691 ; and an absolute decrease 
of members in the state. From the still imperfect returns in the hands of 
the Secretary, at this writing, we anticipate a still further falling off. 
Out of 113 churches reported to the Secretary, 50 report no baptisms at 
all, and 63 report 388 baptisms. It is hardly likely that the remaining 27 
churches will bring the number above 500. [Actual number 494.] 

As the gathering of the delegates of the churches at this Convention is 
not simply in the interests of the churches and missions you are aiding, 
but has also a wider outlook, and contemplates the quickening of Chris- 
tian activity in all our churches and the advancement of the Kingdom of 
Christ in our commonwealth, it is hoped that this condition of things will 
have your serious consideration, and that this session of the Convention 
may be marked by a tone of deep spirituality and of earnest prayer that 
shall be the precursor and prophesy of a great awakening in all our 
churches. Certainly, this is not the time to relax our efforts in prosecut- 
ing our peculiar work, which is “to promote the preaching of the Gospel 
and the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches and Sunday- 
scho"ls in the State of Connecticut.” 

Your Board and its Executive Committee have held the prescribed 
meetings during the year. The attendance at these meetings has been 
more than usually full. Nothing hus been done without due deliberation. 
Many members of the Board have been indefatigable in committee work. 
It is only due the President that the Board should, in this report, bear its 
witm ss to the readiness with which he has devoted his time and energy 
and business ability to your interests. 
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At the first meeting of the Board in Meriden, October 19th, the Execu- 
tive Committee was elected, as it now appears on the printed minutes, 
and Bev. C. A. Piddock was also reappointed Field Secretary and Super- 
intendent of Missions. A Committee on Ways and Means was appointed, 
consisting of the President, Rev. Frank Dixon, Mr. W. H. Douglas, Rev. 
Addison Moore, Rev. J. S. Lyon, and the Superintendent of Missions. 

The Executive Committee met November 7th in New Haven. After 
very careful consideration of the many applications for aid, appropriations 
were made to 23 churches and missions, aggregating $848.50. 

The regular January meeting of the Executive Committee was held 
in Hartford January 17tli. Several applications for aid were denied 
because the state of the treasury did not warrant assuming additional 
obligations. Appropriations were made to 28 churches and missions, 
aggregating $1,156.25. 

The semi-annual meeting of the Board was held in Bristol April 18th. 
At this meeting the condition of the Shelton church occupied the atten- 
tion of the Board. Steps were then taken that have resulted in bringing 
about a very much improved condition. Rev. T. A. T. Hanna has 
become pastor of this church. The 2d section of the by-laws governing 
appropriations was so amended as to read: “Appropriations will be 
made to churches only when such churches have settled pastors ; and 
when they shall have made, in the year preceding, contributions to at 
least three objects of benevolence, including the mission work of the Con- 
necticut Baptist Convention ; and when they shall have satisfied the Board 
that their methods of raising funds are systematic and best adapted to 
securing the largest possible revenues from their constituencies.” At this 
meeting appropriations were made to 28 churches and missions to an 
aggregate of $1,006.25. 

The July meeting of the Executive Committee was held in Mystic on 
July 18th. At this meeting Mr. Marcus Mazzuca, an additional Italian 
missionary, was appointed to serve in New Haven and vicinity. Appro- 
priations were made to 28 churches and missions to an aggregate of 
$1,182.25. It is thus seen that the total appropriations for the year 
amount to $4,143.25. This is the largest amount, excluding special 
appropriations for building or repairing houses of worship, given in any 
one year in aid of churches. Yet your Board has had to turn away some 
appeals for aid. 

Your Board has used its best judgment in the discharge of its duties ; 
and if they have overrun the means absolutely at their disposal it has only 
been from a conviction of the necessity of the case. You will better 
understand the amount of work done, and what yet remains to be done, 
when you shall have heard the report of your Superintendent of Missions, 
whose abundant labors are known to you all, and whose praise is in all the 
churches. His report is made a part of our report to your honorable 
Body. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF MISSIONS. 

I have presented quarterly reports, giving a detailed account of my 
work to the Board of the Convention, and also to the Executive Committee. 
It remains at this time for me to give a summary of the work done, and 
some of the results achieved. At the outset I desire to acknowledge the 
helpful co-operation of the members of the Board and the pastors, gener- 
ally, throughout the State. But for this help I should have failed in my 
attempts to advance the interests of our cause. Under the guidance of 
the Divine Spirit, without which all our labors are in vain, I have striven 
to build up the Kingdom of Christ along the lines upon which this Con- 
vention was established, and as far as possible to carry out its purpose, 
which is to “ promote the preaching of the gospel and the organization 
and maintenance of Baptist churches and Sunday-schools in the State of 
Connecticut.” It was wise on the part of the fathers to found this Con- 
vention to represent their organized efforts in State missions. This Con- 
vention not only represents the organized missionary effort of our State, 
but it also represents the organized fellowship of the churches. I may 
say that it is the only organization that represents the fellowship of the 
Baptist churches of the State. It has been my desire to be the servant of 
the Executive Committee and the Board in carrying out this purpose, 
and if I have in any degree reached the ideal set before me, I shall feel 
truly grateful. I have been constantly aided by the counsel of the Presi- 
dent of the Convention. 

I have visited the following churches during the year : Bloomfield, 
Bantam, Canton, Ansonia, Shelton, First (Bridgeport), German (Bridge- 
port), West Haven, East Cornwall, New Hartford, Winsted, Bristol, Main 
Street (Meriden), Cheshire, Southington, Huntington Street (New London), 
Montville, Putnam, First and Central Churches, Norwich, Mystic, Stoning- 
ton, Swede (New Britain), West Hartford, First (Waterford), Poquonock 
Bridge, Danielson, East Killingly, Groton Heights, Torrington, Scott 
Hill, Swede (New Haven), the Italian Missions in New Haven and Stam- 
ford, the French Mission, Putnam, First (Stamford), Noank, Rockville, 
Voluntown, Stafford, Immanuel (Bridgeport), New Canaan, South Nor- 
walk, Cornwall Hollow, Tariffville, Wethersfield, Howard Avenue, New 
Haven, Olivet (New Haven), First (New Haven), Bozrah, Jewett City, 
besides making addresses in other places, and at the Associations in the 
interests of the Convention. I have, as far as possible, responded to the 
calls made upon me for special services in evangelistic effort, and have 
given my entire thought to the interests of the work. I feel that I have 
come far short of meeting all the requirements and opportunities for ser- 
vice. It is a matter of pleasure that my efforts on every side have been 
kindly received, and there is a very hopeful feeling among the churches 
in regard to the proposition to raise a Centennial fund of $10,000 as a 
memorial of our gratitude to God for the success of the century. While 
the churches are by no means as yet well organized in their benevolence, 
there is constant progress being made in this direction, and I am sure 
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that patience and perseverance will accomplish this desired result. Our 
efficient and painstaking Secretary, Brother Evans, will furnish the 
necessary statistics showing what has been done, and also some of the 
results. I now pass to the consideration of the work in the various 
Associations of the State. 

THE ASHFORD ASSOCIATION. 

South Woodstock, Westford, Andover, Eastford, and the French 
Missions in Putnam and Danielson have been aided during the entire 
year, and the church in Warrenville for a portion of the year. This 
Association made a practical gain in membership for the first time during 
many years. Brethren Bamberg, Briggs, and the other workers have 
wrought faithfully. The church in Andover has for many years been a 
discouraging field, and has not made any particular gain during the year. 
There are the faithful few to whom Brother J. F. Coops ministers. The 
South Woodstock church has made a commendable gain during the year, 
and both pastor and people are greatly encouraged. Several hundred 
dollars have been raised for the improvement of their house of worship, 
which they propose to rededicate on Sunday, the 22d of the present 
month. It is believed by those acquainted with the French Mission that 
though the gain has been small, and the work in many respects dis- 
couraging, yet it would be a mistake to abandon the mission. Many of 
the results of this work are not apparent, as the French converts often 
move to other cities and become substantial supporters of our French 
mission interests there. There is no immediate prospect of growth either 
at Eastford or Westford, where Brother Briggs ministers, but it is hoped, 
in the near future, that these fields may be self-supporting. All these 
missions require our careful supervision. 1 expect next Sunday to visit 
this region, that was formerly so prosperous, but because of the change of 
the population the churches have suffered a decline. The church in 
Stafford is an applicant for the aid of the Convention next year. 

STONINGTON UNION ASSOCIATION. 

The two churches in this Association aided by the Convention aie 
Poquonock Bridge and Sterling. Rev. N. T. Allen still ministers with 
his accustomed fidelity to the Poquonock Bridge Church, and Rev. J ustus 
Aldrich serves the old church on Sterling Hill. These two churches are 
needed in the communities where, they are located, and but for them 
a large number of people would be deprived of the privileges of hearing 
the gospel. The small amount given by the Convention in the support of 
these churches is a great encouragement to them, and cannot well be 
withheld. I therefore recommend the continuance of aid to these fields. 
The old church in Pendleton Hill, which was so long aided by the Con- 
vention, is now self-supporting and is having a good degree of pros, 
perity. 
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NEW LONDON ASSOCIATION. 

Brother Earl Darrow has served the little church at Lakes Pond during 
the year. Rev. J. R. Very has made full proof of his ministry at Old 
Lyme, and the result has been peace and harmony in the church, with a 
fair degree of progress. The churches at Scott Hill and Salem are now 
served by the Rev. B. F. Nye, who was ordained to the ministry in May, 
and whose work at Scott Hill has been especially honored of God, many 
souls having professed conversion during the year. All questions con- 
nected with the Lyon fund have been adjusted, I understand, to the 
complete satisfaction of the churches interested. Rev. Jabez Marshall 
has resigned the pastorate of the Moodus church, but has not yet left the 
field. This is one of the weakest of our churches, and the remnant 
remaining here will need our sympathy and prayers. The Third Church 
in Norwich, better known as -the Greeneville Church, under the able 
ministry of G. C. Sauer, is having a prosperous era. This church is not 
aided by the Convention, but your Superintendent was occupied a por- 
tion of last year in connection with its critical period. It is now hoped 
and believed that peace and harmony and prosperity will go hand in 
hand for the advancement of the Kingdom of Christ in this section of 
Norwich. I may here mention the dedication of a new chapel by the 
Central Church, called, in memory of the donor, the Bushnell Chapel. 
I wish also to mention the commendable interest taken by the B. Y. P. U. 
of the First Church in our work, and their contribution of $25.00. One 
of the best features of the present year has been the increased interest 
among the Sunday-schools and young people in State Missions. 

NEW HAVEN ASSOCIATION. 

The work among the Swedes, Germans, and Italians in this Associa- 
tion, in general, shows a marked advance over that of last year. Brother 
C. A. Schlipf, of Waterbury, continues his faithful labors in that city 
and also in Torrington. He has also held meetings of his countrymen 
in other places. The German Church in Meriden is self-supporting. 
The weakest of our interests is the Swede Church of New Haven, and 
yet there is a field for this church for the present, at least. Brother 
Kohler has been quite successful in his labors among the Swedes of 
Meriden. The Italian Mission has taken on new life during the year. 
Brother C. Cerreta has labored during the entire year as colporter, and 
leader of the services in connection with this mission. Brother DeCarlo 
continued his services in New Haven until January, when Brother Cerreta 
assumed the entire charge for a short time, Brother DeCarlo confining 
his labors to the prosperous mission in Stamford. Last autumn. Rev. 
Marco Mazzucca, an Italian priest, professed conversion, and after a 
careful examination and much prayer, was baptized in Stamford. He 
has for some months been in charge of the New Haven Mission, in con- 
nection with Brother Cerreta. I have personally visited these missions 
and speak from knowledge regarding their success. The addition of 
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Brother Mazzucca to our missionary force has, of course, materially 
increased our expenses, but we feel that the Divine Spirit has opened 
a door that we could not fail to enter. Rev. R. A. Nichols has 
been very successful in his work at Cheshire. Last year we aided the 
Howard Avenue Church, in New Haven. In my last quarterly report I 
recommended that we aid this church for the coming year. Those best 
acquainted with this field know something of the importance of this 
assistance, and I now recommend that we undertake to assist the Howard 
Avenue Church in the support of its pastor, Rev. George B. Cutton, for 
the year beginning July 1st. I believe that it will be for the very best 
interests of the cause of Christ to assist them at this time. Rev. Nils Ek 
has left the Swede Church, Waterbury, and this mission is now without a 
pastor. 

HARTFORD ASSOCIATION. 

All the missions of this Association are served with pastors. Rev. 
F. S. Leathers has undertaken the work at Bantam, East Cornwall, and 
Cornwall Hollow. These churches were served last year by Mr. Charles 
L. Owens, who has, I understand, resumed his studies at Brown Univer- 
sity. Rev. P. S. Evans, Secretary of the Convention, has continued his 
faithful labors at Torrington. The North and South Colebrook churches 
have just ordained a new minister, Rev. M. Y. Jacobs, who has served 
them since the early spring. The outlook for these old fields is more 
promising now than at any time in recent years. The church in Tariff - 
ville is enjoying the labors of Rev. H. A. Price. This is one of the most 
faithful of the small bands of workers scattered through the north- 
western section of our State. The Tariffville brethren are appreciative 
of the aid given them in the support of their pastor. The Swede Church 
in New Britain has for several years carried a heavy load of indebtedness, 
which is being gradually reduced. Pastor Johanson is laboring with 
fidelity and success in this field, and preaches to good congregations. 
The Swedes of Hartford are making heroic efforts to build a new house 
of worship. They have raised about $2,000 to pay for an excellent lot, 
and have secured in money and pledges nearly $3,000 more for their 
building. The amount of self-denial among this people to accomplish 
this desirable result is worthy of all praise. Pastor Friborg, who suc- 
ceeded Pastor Nils Ek, is bending all his energies to secure the funds 
necessary for the building. We have not aided the church in New Hart- 
ford during the year. Your Superintendent has preached several times 
at Canton, and believes that in the future these two interests can be 
united in securing the services of a pastor. West Hartford has become 
self-supporting, and is no longer aided by the Convention. It is hoped 
that in the near future a suitable addition or a separate building may be 
erected for the use of Sunday-school and prayer-meetings of this church. 
The old church in Wethersfield has been served most of the year by Rev. 
W. P. Elsdon. This church is no longer aided by the Convention. The 
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little band of workers here need our sympathy, advice, and prayers. 
Brother Elsdon has done excellent service while with them, but his work 
as an evangelist takes him away from home a large portion of the time. 

FAIRFIELD ASSOCIATION. 

The Italian Missions in Stamford have, under the leadership of Rev. 
P. DeCarlo, had a very prosperous year. There are two Sunday-schools 
in the Mission, with an aggregate attendance of more than 100, and the 
interest on the part of the Italians in that city seems to be increasing. It 
is thought that the organization of an Italian church would be wise, and I 
invite your careful attention to this subject, as this action is recommended 
by our brethren in Stamford, and has the endorsement of Pastor Braker 
of the First Church. Rev. H. R. Traver began his labors at New Canaan 
in March, and this interest, with all its discouragements, has made sub- 
stantial progress during the past six months. Pastor Dietz has labored 
with fidelity for the German Church in Bridgeport. The work on this 
field among the Germans has not prospered in years past, but it is hoped 
that success will crown the present effort. The Messiah and Immanuel 
churches, which were aided so long by the Convention, are now self-sup- 
porting. 

This is a brief summary of the work done and churches aided by the 
Convention during the year. It is proper that I should here mention 
some of the changes that have taken place in our ministry, and especially 
in the Board during the year. Rev. E. M. Poteat, of Calvary Church, 
New Haven, preached the annual sermon one year ago, but has since 
removed to Philadelphia. He has been worthily succeeded in the minis- 
try of this important church by Rev. George H. Ferris, of Tarrytown, 
N. Y. It is a matter of rejoicing that this church has unanimously voted 
to invite the Convention to hold its meeting with them next year. Rev. 
E. C. Sage, D.D., of Grand Avenue Church, has resigned, after a success- 
ful ministry of ten (10) years. Rev. J. B. Lemon, one of our most faith- 
ful members, has resigned at Willimantic, and accepted a call to the First 
Church of Manchester, N. H. Rev. J. R. Stubbert, after nearly six (6) 
years of fruitful labors, as pastor of the Huntington Street Church, New 
London, has accepted a call to the old church in Southington. Rev. 
E. W. Husted, who for eight (8) years served the Main Street Meriden 
Church, has listened to the voice of the church in Tarrytown, N. Y., and 
become their pastor. Rev. R. O. Sherwood, of South Norwalk, has gone 
to East Somerville, Mass., and is greatly missed, especially in the Fair- 
field Association. Rev. J. C. Breaker, who was with us a year ago, 
resigned his pastorate in Southington, to accept the call of the Church in 
Northampton, Mass. One comes and another goes, and the old Conven- 
tion still remains. The brethren who have left us have wrought faith- 
fully, and we give to their successors a cordial welcome to the fellowship 
of our labors. Permit me also to impress upon the members of the. 
Board and the delegates of the Convention the thought that we represent 
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the associated fellowship of the churches of our Baptist faith. It is 
important, therefore, that we stand together for the promotion of our 
common cause. The opportunities for service were never so great as 
to-day. Doors are being constantly opened for the advancement of 
missionary interests, not only in our own communities and in our own 
State, but in our land, and among the nations of the earth. We are now 
reaching the close of the 19th century, a century that has been large with 
opportunities for Christian service. I would respectfully request that 
the Board appoint a Committee of one from each Association with the 
President of the Convention as Chairman, to assist the Superintendent of 
Missions, by counsel and advice, in raising the Centennial Fund of 
$10,000, as proposed in our report. If an efficient committee is appointed 
to aid in this work, I have no question about its success, and the raising 
of this fund will, I firmly believe, mark a new era in the history of our 
Convention. It is the humble task, and yet glorious privilege, given to 
us to evangelize Connecticut, and thus do our part in bringing about the 
coming of the Kingdom of God here upon the earth. The most careful 
scrutiny will be necessary in order that we may help the discouraged 
where such help will bring results, and make the very best use with the 
means at hand. There is great need for the development of the mission- 
ary spirit among us, though I am convinced that this spirit is constantly 
growing. We should pray that the Holy Spirit may attend and guide all 
our efforts, that we may be the means of extending the influences of a 
Christian civilization, not only in our own state and country, but over 
the whole world. 

Permit me to add, that what the churches of Connecticut need is not 
so much an increase of numbers, as an increase of spiritual power. 
While we may mourn over the small number of baptisms during the past 
year, we have greater reason to mourn over the lack of personal conse- 
cration on the part of multitudes in our churches and ignorance con- 
cerning our denominational views and convictions. There is need to 
emphasize the ancient Baptist faith. A greater depth of consecration is 
necessary if we desire to hear the voices of young converts in our 
churches. This I am persuaded will be the result of the labors and 
prayers of our people during the year to come. There is no reason for 
discouragement ; we have the same God, the same Holy Spirit, and the 
same promises that belonged to the fathers and attended their ministry. 
I am convinced that the pastors of our churches have an earnest desire 
for the coming of the Kingdom of God upon the earth. Filled with this 
desire and spirit, let us go forth to the work of the coming year with a 
larger measure of faith and a determination that the closing year of the 
century sha\l be one of spiritual power.

After benediction by Rev. T. A. T. Hanna, the Conven- 
tion adjourned until 2.30 p. m. 

TUESDAY AFTERNOON. 

The Convention reassembled at 2.25 p. m. President 
Grippin was in the chair. 

Rev. G. M. Stone, D.D., offered prayer. 

The Committee on Nomination of Officers named as . Sec- 
ond Vice-President, Adams P. Carroll. 

Voted, That the recommendation be adopted. 

Voted, That the Secretary of the Convention be instructed 
to deposit the ballot for Adams P. Carroll for Second \ ice- 
President. 

Upon his doing so, he was declared elected. 

Voted, That the report of the Board of Trustees be taken 
from the table for discussion. 

Rev. J. D. Herr, D.D., said: 

There are many tilings for which we ought to congratulate our- 
selves— that the business of the Convention is assuming such a 
form as to encourage every intelligent Christian connected with it: 
also because we have such splendid men coming into the ministry 
of the state — and for the work being done in the rural churches. 
But there has been a paucity of baptisms. We ought to question 
Avhether we have preached with the zeal and fidelity that we ought. 
The revival needed should begin in the pulpit. 

Rev. P. De Carlo spoke of the Italian work in the state : 

Our work is divided into two great phases — first, to evangelize 
the Italians, and then Americanize them. When they have received 
the gospel a wondrous change is seen in their lives — they become 
true patriots. We had seven baptisms in December, and among 
this number were tw r o women and one Catholic priest. We ought to 
add a new missionary each year. 
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Rev. C. A. Schlipf presented the work among the Ger- 
mans : 

I have tried to serve the Lord through the whole year, but I was 
rather discouraged when I went to the German convention at New- 
ark; but they encouraged me to go back to my field and work for 
Christ, and He has blessed me in the work. We have raised the last 
$800 of our debt, and now four are waiting baptism, and we shall 
give the hand of fellowship to five or six very soon. We have eight 
or ten thousand Germans in the city, scattered here and there. We 
desire that Holy Ghost power may come upon us so that all may be 
converted. 

Rev. R. G. McKeever spoke of u Our Duty to the 
Foreigner ” : 

In reckoning our responsibility to the foreigner we must first of 
all recognize his lost condition, and that there is no salvation out of 
Christ. We must also consider that he is already here, and has been 
all the time — and that God has sent him that we might work for 
his salvation. We must not forget what he brings with him — a 
desire for freedom, and often the most revolutionary spirit, with dis- 
torted views of morality — a tyrannical and unevangelical faith. 
The religion of Christ is the only power that can redeem him — we 
have now the means to give him the gospel, and ought to do it to 
save him, to save our own land — and to save the world. 

“ Tlie Importance of the Work ” was considered by Rev. 
W. D. McKinney: 

The work of this Convention in the state is important as a con- 
servative work. It is our duty to preserve the work wrought by 
holy men of old. Heroic men and women toiled and sacrificed year 
after year. We ought to preserve w 7 hat they have given us. 

It is important as a means of extending our principles. Churches 
should be planted and fostered until they can take care of them- 
selves and then help others, and each new church thus established 
must extend a knowledge of our principles; -and the opportunity is 
now given us to extend these principles among all the leading nations 
of earth without going outside of our own state. 

Sometimes we are discouraged in the work, but the tide will rise 
higher and higher until all the superstitions have been submerged 
— indifference in religion covered over, all evils swept away as the 
“ knowledge of the glory of the Lord covers the earth as the waters 
cover the sea.” 
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Voted, That the report of the Board of Trustees be ac- 
cepted and adopted. 

Rev. J. D. Herr, D.D., as chairman of the Committee on 
Nomination of Trustees, presented the report. He also rec- 
ommended an amendment to the Constitution, so that in 
Article 5, instead of reading “ Not to exceed 33,” should read 
“ Not to exceed 39.” 

Voted, That we accept the recommendation of the Com- 
mittee on Nomination, and that at the proper time the change 
be voted upon. 

Voted, That the Secretary of the Convention be instructed 
to cast the ballot for the Trustees. 

ITpon his doing so, they were declared elected. 

An offering was received, amounting to $10.12. 

Rev. J. H. Strong, chairman of the Committee on State 
of Churches, presented the report on State of Churches : 

Mr. Moderator and Brethren: 

The chairman of your committee on the state of religion among 
us wishes at the beginning of his report to thank those who have 
kindly helped him to the facts on which it is based. He has cor- 
responded with the Secretary of the Convention and with pastors 
of the various associations, and since arriving has gathered his com- 
mittee to consider the bearing of all the facts available to them on 
the question. We present to you our inferences from these facts, 
and hope that time enough may be granted after the reading of the 
report for full discussion. 

The figures to which we have turned first of all for indications 
as to the religious condition of our churches have not proved en- 
couraging. There has been a striking falling off, it would seem, 
both in the number of persons received into the churches by baptism 
and in the amount of money given for benevolent causes. Four hun- 
dred and ninety-four baptisms are reported for the year. One hun- 
dred and forty churches (taking the number for 1898) have converted 
four hundred and ninety-five persons — an average of three persons 
to one church. Or, taking it by membership, twents^-five thousand 
professing Christians have persuaded four hundred and ninety-five 
people to become Christians in one year, i. e., fifty Christians on the 
average, taking a year at it, have succeeded in converting one man. 

But looking at the matter comparatively. The number of bap- 
tisms reported last year was six hundred and ninety-one. This 
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marks a falling off this year of one hundred and ninety-six, or about 
thirty per cent. If we had only these figures to rely on we 
should conclude that the witnessing power of the church to the facts 
of Christianity had fallen oft nearly one-third in the past year. 
Going still further back, the contrasts are still more striking. Let 
me read some of the figures of preceding years with which to com- 
pare the four hundred and seventy-five baptisms of the present year. 
In 1S98, 691; in 1897, 954; in 1896, 1,255; in 1894, 1,321. In fact, we 
have to go back eighteen years to find as small a number of baptisms 
recorded as those of this last year. Up to the year 1894, there seems 
to have been a gradual increase in the church’s witnessing power. 
From 1894 there has been a steady and swift decrease, until to-day, 
so far as baptisms go, we are near the foot of the ladder. 

Before enquiring how far the number of baptisms is indicative 
of the spiritual condition of the church, let us glance at the benevo- 
lences. The money given last year for benevolent purposes was 
$53,348. If we should deduct from this $5,000 as exceptional, being 
given last year in legacy, the amount of last year’s normal voluntary 
benevolence was about $48,000. This year it is about $40,000. a 
shortage of about $8,000. And this in spite of a j-ear of marked in- 
crease of general prosperity. In some places, to be sure, business 
is still dull; but throughout the state generally, times are far better 
than they were one year ago. In many of our cities there is more 
business being done, and more money being paid out in wages, more 
money, that is, in the pockets of both rich and poor, than in any 
year for a long time back. In spite of this, however, there has been 
a falling off of about seventeen per cent, in the contributions of 
Christian people to benevolent causes. 

Probably none of ns question that the shortage in benevolences 
evidences a spiritual decline. Less benevolence means less love for 
man, and less love for man means less love for God. Doubtless 
many brethren, however, will question the conclusive evidential 
value of the figures on baptisms. An evidence these figures are, 
without question. They mark a generally Aveak witnessing power 
for Christ. But that a falling off of baptisms proves absolute decline 
some Avill question. And it may so be questioned, regarding the fact 
simply by itself. Sudden inflammatory conversions do not neces- 
sarily mark spiritual groAvth. One church which had about sixty 
conversions under an evangelist’s influence a feAV years ago regards, 
I am told, its spiritual condition this year as far more hopeful, al- 
though the year has brought few additions. This is true in other 
churches. I admire the brethren who have faith enough to lay deep 
and broad the foundations of a'converting church, believing that it 
is first the blade, then the ear, and then the full corn in the ear. 
Nevertheless, with all these admissions, your committee is unable, 
taking the facts as to baptism into connection with the facts as to 
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benevolences, to put any optimistic interpretation on the decline. 
There is no evidence that inflammatory methods were generally used 
last year, which have been generally discarded this year, or that 
Christian Baptists throughout the state have betaken themselves 
generally to self-examination and prayer. If in some churches judg- 
ment is beginning in the house of God, and the re-Christianizing of 
Christians has become the aim of the pastor, in some of these very 
churches this same introspective work has borne fruit among the 
unsaved; yet even this has not checked the ebbing tide. Without 
question, brethren, putting the facts together, the year has been one 
of general spiritual decline. 

Where lies the responsibility for this? We may be overstepping 
our function as committee, 3 r et I venture the question, Where does 
the responsibility lie? Not primarily on the times, the tendency, 
the tide. Congregationalists and Methodists alike have floated down 
stream for a year with us, yet not on the tide does the responsibility 
rest. God set us here to stem the tide, to fight against and conquer 
the tide. Let us not ascribe failure to the obstacle which God gave 
for our progress and growth. Not primarily, either, on the mem- 
bership of our churches, though without doubt they share in the 
responsibility. In the din of business and the flood of work, my 
wonder is that the members of our churches are as spiritual as they 
are. The responsibility rests, first of all, on the pastors. This year’s 
decline would not have taken place if we pastors of the churches 
had been, in fact as in name, men of God, filled with the spirit of 
God’s Son. We acquiesce. We do not believe. “Whosoever believ- 
eth on me, out of him shall flow rivers of living water.” How many 
of us believe that, in its eternal truth? “ Verily I say unto you, if ye 
had faith as a grain of mustard seed, ye would say unto this moun- 
tain, be plucked up and removed to yonder place, and it would obey 
you.” There is not the disposition among us generally to stake our 
lives on the naked word of God, and put Him to the test. What does 
it mean that Christ is on the throne? What does it mean that the 
Father has committed all things into His hands, and that He 
quickens whom He will? Let a pastor cast all sin out of his heart, 
and all pride, and self-dependence, and false ambition, and all sloth, 
and then, in the power of the Spirit and for the glory of God, go 
before his people; will not his people respond? A nucleus always 
will, an inner circle sure to spread. Wesley knew the power of conse- 
crated manhood when he said: “ Give me one hundred men who love 
nothing but God, fear nothing but sin, and know nothing but Jesus 
Christ and Him crucified, and I will set this world on fire.” The heart 
of God, I take it, is hungering for channels through which to pour 
His saving power, yet there are few to offer themselves willingly — 
few to test the power of surrendered lives. Were this otherwise, no 
such report would be possible at an annual gathering like this. 
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That there is an increasing desire that it may soon be otherwise is 
the one cheerful sign in our outlook. There is such a desire. Our 
associations prove it. That this desire has not yet widely operated 
is also proved, in the opinion of your committee. 

1 otecl, Tliat the report be accepted and adopted. In view 
of the character of the report a little season was given 
to prayer that God would give ns a better report for coming 
years. 

Rev. A. K. Foster discussed “ The Right of a Baptist 
Church to Exist ” : 

When has a Baptist Church a right to exist? When there is a 
positive demand for its existence; but it has no right to exist in any 
spot unless there is a reasonable chance for growth in that com- 
munity; nor unless there is sufficient consecration and ability to 
manage the affairs of the church; nor unless there is assurance that 
the principle of independence is well grounded. Dependency stunts 
growth. The church that receives aid that it does not really need 
is in collusion with the Board of Trustees in the misappropriation 
of funds that were given for other fields. 

The report of the Committee on Home and Foreign Mis- 
sions was presented by Rev. J. F). Herr, D.D. : 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON HOME AND FOREIGN 

MISSIONS. 

The work of Home and Foreign Missions is one. To-day people 
from all countries of the globe tread our soil and mingle in our 
civilization. Rome throws her shadow over the threshold of Ameri- 
can homes, and representatives from China and Japan walk our 
thoroughfares. Foreign mission work can be done at home, and 
Home mission work can extend to the islands of the sea. The work, 
therefore, is one, no matter how it be classified. The flag of our 
country now flies close on the border of those lands which have been 
under the shadow of spiritual death, and our neighbors embrace 
every nation under heaven. 

Never were doors of opportunity more widely open, and never 
was the call of God more emphatic. Among the various religious 
organizations engaged in missionary work none should be more 
zealous, aggressive, self-sacrificing, and faithful than our own 
Household of Faith. The memory of former leaders in the work 
should prompt us to heroic endeavor for Christ. The scriptural 
truths marking our denominational life, and which have led thus 
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far in conquest and numerical strength, should be carried over tin- 
world with unabated enthusiasm, and the obligation we owe to the 
Divine Master should be met with a fidelity and zeal worthy oui 
high calling. Our prayers and gifts must be as fervent and abun- 
dant towards the people of far-off lands as those at our own doors. 
As stewards of the manifold mercies of God the gifts in our hands 
should be freely and fully bestowed. 

Connecticut Baptists must keep step with others in the aggressive 
work of extending the Gospel to the entire human family. As we 
glance at the work done the past year Ave find that our gifts are 
gauged largely by the spiritual thermometer of our churches: Avhen 
the revival wave runs Ioav the spirit of benevolence droops and 
faints. The baptisms in 1898 were less than they have been for ten 
years, and our benevolences have suffered accordingly. The state 
work fell short of the previous year $1,661.87. Our Home Missions 
Avere less by $1,261.21, while our Foreign Missionary work increased 
over $1,000. 

Fairfield', Hartford, NeAV Haven, and New London Associations 
gave much less for state work in 1898 than the previous year, AA’liile 
Ashford and Stonington increased their gifts. For Home Missions, 
Ashford, Fairfield, Hartford, NeAV London, and Stonington Associa- 
tions fell short of 1897. In the Foreign work there Avas a marked 
increase in Ashford, Hartford, and Stonington Associations, AA'hile 
the others fell behind. 

We find, therefore, by careful comparisons, that all our associa- 
tions and churches should be kindly stirred up by AA 7 ay of remem- 
brance, and that several things connected with our benevolences 
should be more fully emphasized: 

First. Both churches and pastors should aspire to the best possi- 
ble plan for systematic and proportionate giving. 

Second. Your committee recommend heartily the envelope sys- 
tem for all benevolent work, so that all the members of the church 
may be prompted to give something. 

Third. When churches so desire, it is Avell for them to sustain 
missionaries in these fields of religious activity, and thus be brought 
more closely in touch Avith the men and Avomen in the field and the 
work they are doing. 

Fourth. We also strongly recommend to all our churches the 
revival of the monthly concert of prayer for missions, and the in- 
struction of the people, both old and young, in the work God is 
doing through State, Home, and Foreign Missions. 

Fifth. Your committee also recommends to the secretaries of the 
different societies the holding of union missionary conferences, at 
various points in the state, and thus educate our people both in 
knoAvledge and the grace of more generous giving. 

Sixth. We desire also to commend the Home Mission Society

for the assistance rendered our Italian work in the state, and ear- 
nestly request an increase, if possible, as the work enlarges on our 
hands.

TUESDAY EVENING. 

President Grippin called the Convention to order at T.30 

p. M. 

After singing, Rev. J. A. Elder read Ps. 72, and Rev. R. 
A. Nichols led in prayer. 

The choir favored the Convention with an anthem. 

Rev. O. O. Fletcher, D.D., spoke of “ The Worth and 
Claims of our Weak Churches ” : 

Poor churches are not pauper churches by any means. To deter- 
mine its real worth we must not only find what it is worth to the 
individual and community, but also what it is worth in God’s sight. 
The church, even though poor, is worth very much to the lost one 
who there finds salvation — to the business man in times of reverses 
— to the afflicted one. From the poor churches have come a very 
large percentage of the best workers — both pastors and laymen — in 
all our stronger churches, and this truth the speaker illustrated by 
giving a long list of noble workers who began in some very small, 
poor church. There is often just as great spiritual destitution in 
the rural districts as in the cities, and the little church gives forth all 
the help and cheer that is received in these places from any source. 
Because of its thus supplying the need in these regions, because it 
helps to build up the strong churches, and because it supplies so 
many earnest workers for God, it has a very strong claim upon us. 

Rev. Geo. IT. Perris spoke of “ Connecticut as a Mission 
Field ” : 

Wherever Paul went there came to him voices of duty and whis- 
perings of hope. All the persecutions, trials, and sufferings could 
never keep him away from God. He never ceased to feel himself 
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in the arms of His Father. But suppose that he had lived in our 
day, would he not have found the voice of duty, the whisperings 
of hope, and the presence .of the Father in New York or Chicago as 
fully as in the cities where he toiled? Every one sees in the things 
about him according to his own mental and spiritual condition; one 
sees in a man on the street one who can be hired for a dollar a day 
or whose vote can be bought for five dollars. Another sees in him a 
soul that can be transformed into the likeness of Christ. It is easy 
to find fault, but it requires true nobility to find the good in men. 
And until we can look through the veil of circumstances and see 
the soul to be saved we cannot do our work for this or any other 
field. Plant a true Christian anywhere and he will look through the 
rough exterior and see the possible Christ in this man. All through 
this state there are men and women in whom is this possibility, and 
so long as this is true Connecticut will be a mission field. 

Hon. Hacllai A. Hull spoke of “ Motives for our Work ” : 

Motive is the cause of the wish or desire. Motive is that which 
sets in motion the will. And there can be but one primitive motive 
for our work, and that is love to God. Close beside this is hatred 
of sin and the Devil. As Baptist ministers you have a great work 
to do in this state in fighting the divorce evil, the saloon business, 
and the place to work is in the General Assembly. 

An offering was received, amounting to $15.00. 

Voted, To adjourn until 9 a. m. to-morrow. 

After singing “ Safe is my refuge, sweet is my rest,” 
Rev. E. R. Perkins pronounced the benediction. 


WEDNESDAY MORNING. 

The Convention reassembled at 9 a. m., President Grippin 
in the chair. 

Pastor McKinney offered prayer. 

The report of the Committee on Obituaries was presented 
bv Rev. Geo. IT. Gardner :

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON OBITUARIES. 

A great company of our brethren and sisters during the past year 
have realized the truth of Paul’s assertion, that it is gain to die and 
to be with Christ. More than three hundred, who have labored in 
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prayer and tlie various ministrations of Christian service, have 
fallen asleep, to awake in His likeness. Two in the ministry have 
died after years of service, Rev. E. P. Bond, and Rev. James 8. 
Cranston, pastor of the First Saybrook Church. Bro. Bond died at 
Suffield, at the age of seventy-five. The main facts of his life are 
these: He was born in Canterbury, Conn.. September 6, 1824. He 
was converted in 1840 and baptized into the fellowship of the Tol- 
land Baptist Church by Rev. Sylvester Barrows. He fitted for col- 
lege at Suffield, and was graduated from Brown University in 1851, 
meanwhile teaching at Worcester Academy for several months. 
His theological course was taken at Hamilton, and he was ordained 
and settled as pastor at New Britain in 1S52. He remained in this 
pastorate until 1865. Between November, 1864, and May, 1865, he 
was chaplain of the Fourteenth Regiment of Connecticut Volunteers. 
For five years he was principal of the Connecticut Literary Institu- 
tion at Suffield. In 1870 he became pastor of the church at Agawam, 
Mass., and in 1873 was called to a professorship in Peddie Institute, 
in which he served three years, when he became acting principal. 
Later he was pastor of the Wethersfield Church, at the same time 
engaged in editorial duties with the Christian Secretary. Brother 
Bond was a man of versatile talents; unusual humility was united in 
him with a great steadfastness of character and catholicity of spirit. 
His scholarship was wide in its range and accurate in its results. 
Altogether he was one of the most marked men among us, though 
restrained by peculiar modesty from personal aggressiveness equal 
to his capacity. He loved the associations of the house of God, and 
greatly enjoj r ed the fellowship of his brethren. He leaves but one 
family survivor, a daughter, a missionary in India. 

Brother Cranston died of pleurisy in the hospital at Norwich, 
September 8th. He had held pastorates at Salem and Preston City, 
and also at Cheshan, New Hampshire. 

During the year there have also died Mrs. Sarah Dennison, widow 
of Rev. Wm. Dennison, and Mrs. Lucy A. Dennison, widow of Rev. 
Albert Dennison, both of whom were well known throughout the 
state. 

The Ashford Association reports thirty deaths in eleven churches. 
We cannot speak in particular of all the other dead; yet, because of 
more than ordinarily long service, or special circumstances, some 
mention seems due the following: 

Frederick Fosdick had been a member of the North Lyme Church 
for sixty-two years, serving as deacon and trustee more than thirty 
years. His long, honored, and exemplary life evidenced his fitness 
for the charge. In the death of J. A. Gallup the First Waterford 
Church and the surrounding community sustained a heavy loss. 
Montville sorrows over the death of Frances Lamplieare, “ a capa- 
ble, large-hearted, earnest Christian woman, and of a family long 
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and honorably associated with Baptist interests there.” The First 
Norwich lost by death eleven members, honored and helpful in their 
living. From the First New London fourteen have gone home to 
serve with their exalted Lord. The Second Danbury was called to 
part with thirteen, some of them among the oldest members of the 
church. The First Bridgeport reports the death of eight, one of 
whom, Maria Hawley, had reached the age of ninety-six. The 
church at Jewett City met with a sad loss in the death of Mrs. Anna 
B. Payne, wife of Pastor Payne, and also in that of Francis S. 
Young, for more than forty years its faithful treasurer. From the 
First Groton, Alden Fish went home, having been a member for 
nearly seventy-nine years, and at Poquonnoc Bridge died Franklin 
Gallup at the age of eighty-six, one of the constituent members. 
Noank also lost one of its constituent members when John D. 
Latham died. 

The Deep River church was sadly bereaved in the death of S. IT. 
Jennings, a man of varied energies and of large benevolence at home 
and abroad. He was particularly interested in the young, and for 
years sustained native teachers on the foreign field. Asa R. Shailer 
died also from this church, of which he was for more than forty 
years the treasurer; also Deacon Edwin Andrews, for many years 
an active and earnest worker. Samuel C. Johnson, a constituent 
member of Calvary Church, Brother Cowles, holding a like relation in 
the Plantsville Church, and a most efficient helper during many years, 
Deacon S. Y. Beach of Ansonia, Henry C. Wooster of Essex, these 
with others, devout and loyal in the Christian calling, have also 
passed away, but are on record as having walked in the Spirit, 
while they “ endured as> seeing Him who is invisible.” 

So we might continue the long roll of those who have sustained 
the work through the experiences of many sacrifices, enjoying the 
approbation of a. good conscience, until faith became sight in the 
presence of their Lord, but the space given to this report would for- 
bid. It is, however, worthy of note that a large number of our de- 
parted fellow-believers attained an age of more than three score and 
ten. Many were four score, some four score and ten, and one, Mrs. 
Lucy Williams, of the Second Waterford, had passed the century 
mark, being one hundred and three years old at the time of her 
death. In one church, First Waterford, of nine who have passed 
into the heavenlies, six were eighty or more years old, and one was 
ninety-six. 

These long lives emphasize the apostle’s teaching, that regenera- 
tion has also to do with the bodjq and that the putting off the old 
man with his deeds brings health to the body as well as to the soul. 
These all died in the faith, having received the promises, and so 
rested in the assurance of a possession in that better country with 
whose King they had been made joint heirs. And they seem to sug- 
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gest to us that though lives may be largely spent in uneventful ex- 
periences, as judged by common standards, their summing up may 
show them to have been rich and forceful factors in setting forward 
the kingdom of our Lord.

REPORT OF THE HISTORICAL COMMITTEE. 

Your committee has met with unusual success in finding histor- 
ical records of our work in this state. We will simply mention the 
results of our efforts, giving credit where credit is due. Rev. Archi- 
bald Wheaton has learned that there is a nearly complete list of the 
Stonington Union minutes in the Public Library in Westerly, R. I. 
He is himself collecting another set which is complete back to 1843, 
with several scattering numbers of an earlier date. He has also 
found a trunk full of papers, including much which is of great in- 
terest in the early history of our denomination and our state. In 
the New London Association, Rev. J. C. Hyde of Waterford, for 
many years clerk of the association, has collected a set of minutes 
and presented to the Public Library in New London. It lacks only 
one or two numbers. There is also a set in charge of the Central 
Church, Norwich. Rev. J. G. Ward has a nearly complete list of this 
association and many duplicates which he offers as a gift or an ex- 
change. In the New Haven Association, Mrs. Seth J. Hall of Meri- 
den has made the largest contribution, viz.: thirty-six annual reports 
beginning with 1827, two years after its organization. In the Hart- 
ford Association Judge M. PI. Smith of Suffield has found a nearly 
complete list, saved by the care of Rev. T. G. Wright of Hartford. 
Mr. Wright generously offers to place this list at our disposal. Miss 
Lydia B. Whitcomb of East Cornwall has kindly presented us with 
several copies of the old Litchfield Association minutes. Your com- 
mittee is grateful to all who have taken such interest in aiding them 
in this work. We recommend that this committee be enlarged, that 
we may have a representative in the Fairfield and Ashford Associa- 
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tions. We recommend also that some place he secured as soon as 
possible where these valuable documents may be safely deposited.

The report of the Committee on Temperance was pre- 
sented by the chairman, Rev. A. C. Hubbard, D.D. : 

THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

It is needless to expatiate upon the evils of intemperance. It is 
now, as it has always been, one of the most universal, gigantic, and 
obdurate forces of sin with which the church of Christ has to con- 
tend. We do not believe that our churches, ministers, Sunday- 
schools, and Young People’s Societies ought or need to confine them- 
selves to any special methods of attack. Let them use every means 
that experience has shown to be right and effective in preventing the 
formation of the drinking habit, the reformation of the drunkard, 
and the restriction and the prohibition of the liquor traffic. 

First, among these agencies is the distinctive work of the church, 
that of saving and keeping men by the regenerative and reformative 
forces of the Gospel of Christ. That is the divine antidote for all 
sin, of which intemperance is but one of the manifestations. In 
great and widespread revivals of pure and undefiled religion will 
be found the most potent remedy for this and every other evil. 

The churches and pastors have an educative work to do which 
must not be neglected. Children should be taught constantly that 
total abstinence from all intoxicating liquors as a beverage is the 
surest preventive of the perils of drunkenness. Whatever may be 
the conclusions of scientific men as to whether alcohol is in any 
sense a food or whether it is always a poison, or whatever be the 
opinions of moralists as to whether moderate drinking of wine and 
fermented liquors is a sin per se or not, it is an indubitable fact that 
the individual who touches not, tastes not, and handles not alcoholic 
beverages will never become a drunkard. This in connection with 
the truth that a total abstainer wields a much more powerful in- 
fluence than others against the drinking habit because of consistent 
example makes total abstinence the truest rule of the Christian life. 

Our churches and ministers should take a determined stand 
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against the saloon and the liquor traffic in all of its forms. Any com- 
plicity with it should subject a member of a Baptist church to its 
punitive discipline. 

As citizens our ministers should be foremost in efforts to enforce 
the law. In communities where it is possible to secure a no-license 
majority and to stamp out the traffic we should labor assiduously 
to do it. In places where it is practically impossible to overcome a 
license majority we should be equally earnest in efforts to enforce 
the restrictive features of the law. 

e should not overlook or undervalue the sociological features of 
the problem. If, as is claimed, the drinking habit is most often 
formed through the imperative demand of man’s social nature, and 
if the saloon is “ the poor man’s club ” to which he resorts as a relief 
from the intolerable monotony of his daily toil or as an escape from 
an unattractive home, it surely comes within the province of the 
church to endeavor to so change the conditions of our modern social 
life and to provide such substitutes for the devices that Satan uses 
to minister to man’s social needs that men may be won to the satis- 
fying and permanent joys of the family of Christ and the citizen- 
ship of heaven.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BIBLE SCHOOL WORK. 

Your Committee on Bible Schools desire to submit the following: 

The ideal relation between the church and Bible school is that of 
identity. The Bible school is simply a function of the church, and 
one of its most important functions. Its object is not to supersede 
the religious instruction of the home, but to direct and supplement 
that instruction, and provide in a measure for the moral and spirit- 
ual culture of children of non-Christian families. 

The forces of a church should be concentrated in its Bible school. 
It is an instrument admirably adapted to the needs of Christ’s king- 
dom. No element of the church, young or old, should be perma- 
nently detached from this organization. Not only does the Bible 
school furnish an opportunity for study of the truths of revelation, 
but for the practice of the ethics of Jesus. Every class should be a 
missionary society, a young people’s society, and a benevolent so- 
ciety. It would be difficult to conceive of any society really needed 
by the church to-day which does not already exist in form of or- 
ganization in the Bible school. It is certain that no other organiza- 
tion should be fostered by the church, if experience shows that it 
divides and weakens the forces of the Bible school. Other organiza- 
tions need not prosper at the expense of the Bible school, but vig- 
ilance, with wise and sympathetic management on the part of pastor 
and superintendent and deacons, will be required to prevent such 
result. The first duty of the entire church is towards the Bible 
school. No amount of activity in other spheres can compensate for 
sloth here. Prosperity in other directions purchased by failure in 
this is suicidal in its tendency. Other things may be done, but let 
this not be left undone.

SIXTEENTH ANNUAF REPORT 

OF THE 

Connecticut Branch of the Woman’s American 
Baptist Home Mission Society. 

For sixteen years the women of our Baptist churches have been 
organized for the work of carrying the good news of Gospel Grace 
to the women and children of the neglected portions of our own 
land; for sixteen years we have toiled and prayed with this definite 
purpose in view; in all this time we have been learning how vast is 
the territory thus neglected, left to grow more wild and terrible in 
its sore need. The year just past has opened to us new fields whose 
future must bring to us greater responsibilities, and whose destiny 
must be more and more a matter of personal interest. Therefore it 
is with a deep conviction of our duty as increased by our growing 
opportunities that we urge upon all our sisters the necessity of an 
individual participation in the work. 
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While our responsibility lias increased, and our prayers for the 
enlargement of the work have been answered, our real desire as evi- 
denced by our gifts has not kept pace with the work pointed out to 
us, and so we find expenditures must be reduced, work already 
undertaken must be discontinued. 

In Connecticut we have to report $400 less than the previous year 
from similar sources. Then we had a gain of $200 aside from a large 
legacy; now we have lost all that and as much more. Can we not 
make our gifts and our prayers more nearly correspond? Almost 
half of the loss was in the Alaska offering, and in almost every in- 
stance the weather was given as a reason for the shortage. Shall we 
not see to it that this Alaskan work is done before the winter, with 
its dark days and always added cares and anxieties, shall interfere 
with our definite, intended, yearly gift. In place of the fifty-five 
Sunday-schools which gave for Alaska in ’97 and ’9S, thirty-eight 
only gave in ’98 and ’99. We do not forget the unusual excitements 
of the past year and a half, or the benumbing sorrows which have 
come to many homes, and we cannot but see the hand of our God in 
the history that has been making during these months; may He give 
His people strength of heart still to trust his wisdom and love, and 
determined purpose to run upon his errands, to speak for Him, to 
give abundantly as He shall open the work before us. 

Each association, being in the care of the same faithful Director, 
has done good work. A most excellent spirit has been manifest in 
all our public meetings, and our hearts have been inspired to greater 
earnestness as we have listened to our Corresponding Secretary, to 
Mrs. L. G. Barrett, Mrs. McWhinnie, Rev. Curtis P. Coe, and others, 
whose intimate knowledge and personal contact with the work 
qualify them to lead God’s people along the line of women’s work 
for women. 

By request of the committee having the care of the summer meet- 
ings at Crescent Beach a meeting was arranged and held July 18th, 
in the afternoon. At this time Mrs. James McWhinnie spoke for 
Alaska, Rev. E. Dewhurst told of some of the good resulting from 
missions among the Chinese on the Pacific coast. Other phases of 
Home Mission work were presented by Mrs. Wm. Beckwith and the 
state leaders. 

The special collection asked during December for the work of the 
French Bible women amounted to $114.39. This interest being now 
established and included in the general work of our society, the 
special call will not be made for it this year, but we earnestly ask a 
Thanksgiving offering during November to meet new work under- 
taken in Porto Rico. Envelopes may be had for this if desired. 

In our Junior Department our Assistant Vice-President reports 
one new director in Ashford Association and a vacancy in Fairfield 
Association. Of the ninety-six societies on the roll, seventy-five have 
given to our work, an increase of thirteen societies over the previous 
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year. A corresponding increase of gifts does not appear — the con- 
tribution being $579.34. Ashford Association, under the new leader, 
Miss Marion Storrs, has nearly doubled its gift. During the summer 
the youngest Juniors were asked to raise by September 1st $80 for 
the support of Joy and Lota, two Chinese waifs rescued from slavery 
in California. A little more than half this amount for this purpose 
has been received. 

The work of our Young People is asked for the support of one of 
our young lady teachers in Atoka, Miss Luly M. Tanner. 

A bequest of $250 from the estate of Mrs. E. P. Taylor of Willing- 
ton reached the treasury too late to be counted in the year’s receipts. 
The whole amount given for the work of our society was $3,192.45. 
Supplies were but partially reported. 

Echoes. 

And now another jmar’s record is finished. Whatever lack of love 
or devotion, whatever want of faith, however large the number of 
lost opportunities, so they must remain. The past is behind us, and 
as we realize its imperfections shall we not arise to a more deter- 
mined effort to make each department of the Lord’s work a part of 
our daily life, its duties as imperative, its interests as important as 
other matters which engross our minds? Let us this year, now more 
than half gone, pray, plan, and labor for the coming of the kingdom 
in every benighted soul in this our home land.

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THE TWENTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT 

OF THE 

Woman’s Baptist Foreign Missionary Society of 

Connecticut. 


Tlie year just closing makes the twenty-eighth in our history. 
We have been doing a little work in mathematics. The old processes 
of addition, subtraction, multiplication, and division have been going- 
on. In the year past we find that among the 12,000 women and girls 
reported as members of our one hundred and forty churches only 
2,809 have shown by their contributions to our society that they can be 
considered as units in its work. The other 8,110 have been content to 
be ciphers. Or, to look at it algebraically, only about one-fourth of 
our Baptist women in Connecticut indicate by their actions that they 
are “ known quantities ” in the work of giving the Gospel to “ every 
creature.” The other tliree-fourtlis have simply been “ unknown 
quantities.” 

During the year many of the circles have been adding to their 
previous knowledge, a knowledge of the work as carried on by our 
representatives on the field, by courses of systematic study. They 
have also added to their knowledge faith and earnest prayer. Sev- 
eral circles, noticeably in the smaller churches, have added to the 
amount usually contributed .by them, thus giving positive proof of 
an added interest in the cause. 

I am sorry to report any operations under the head of Subtraction, 
but truth compels me to state that we have subtracted from our 
number of contributions, from the number of the Helping Hand sub- 
scribers, and most of all from the amount sent to the Treasury. 

Our associational secretaries in every case have been multiplying 
their efforts. They have faithfully tried to circulate the Pledge 
Letters, they have made strong efforts to induce the circles to adopt 
some method of systematic study and giving, they have tried to get 
a report from every church in the state (not always with success), 
they have tried to organize new circles in churches where none ex- 
isted, they have shown themselves to be more than common fractions. 
they have been uncommon in their efforts to impart to the Avomen of 
the various associations some of their own zeal and enthusiasm. 
The report that the circles will send in March, 1900, will indicate the 
degree of success Avitli which they have labored. 

The work in Division of which Ave offer here, namely, the “ di- 
vision of the dollar,” has evidently not been going on, for we find 
2,890 contributors gave nearly $5,000. The failure to meet our ap- 
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portionment and out share of the deficit last April did not come from 
the “ known quantities,” but because X, Y, and Z refused to be 
raised to a “ higher power ” of service by taking a praying and help- 
ing interest in foreign missions. 

The various public meetings of the year have been working in 
“ Compound Interest,” that is, adding interest to interest among 
those actively engaged in the work. We would mention particularly 
the twenty-fifth annual meeting of the Eastern Conference, held 
Avith the Central Church, Norwich, the same in which it Avas organ- 
ized a quarter of a century ago. Not many of that first company 
were present, but neAv and faithful laborers have been enlisted, and 
the work goes on. We held a meeting at Crescent Beach in July 
which AA 7 as not a new fashion but the revival of an old one. Your 
Secretary would like to recommend that that meeting shall here- 
after take the form of an annual Junior rally. 

Mrs. Warren L. Atherton, the new Secretary for Ashford Asso- 
ciation, is proving that it was a wise choice when she was asked to 
“ help those women.” The other associations haA 7 e the same faith- 
ful leaders of the past years. 

Connecticut will soon have another representatwe on the field, 
Miss Ella Bond having recently sailed for her old home in Assam. 
Let us folloAV her with our prayers. 

We hope that when another year has been added to our past and 
subtracted from our future that every item of the report may be 
preceded by the plus sign. The minus sign is never pleasing Avlien 
connected with the Master’s work. It not only means something 
missing in the statistics, but it means a loss of spiritual blessing to 
each one avIio can in any way be held responsible. We long for the 
time to come when Ave can put the sign of equality between the 
number of Avomen in our churches and the number of women who 
are interested in the cause of Foreign Missions.

SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT OF JUNIOR DEPARTMENT. 

One lias said “ It is a glory of our oavii as Avell as kindred boards 
that a host of young people and children are being systematically 
trained in the grand cycle of its organization to understand their 
personal responsibility for the work of Foreign Missions and to 
shoulder that responsibility conscientiously and intelligently.” To 
Avhat extent this is true of us in Connecticut it is to-day my duty to 
inform you. Comparison being the only reliable standard for meas- 
urement of growth, shall Ave then review the records of our Foreign 
Missionary daughter and decide therefrom her present condition and 
prospects for future development into vigorous, stately womanhood? 
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Moderately estimated, about 12,000 young people and children center 
around the 140 churches of our denominational constituency. Six 
years ago Mrs. F. G. McKeever located within this body 20 young 
ladies’ missionary circles with a membership of 470 persons, IS chil- 
dren’s bands numbering 436 members, and 29 Junior B. Y. P. U. or 
C. E. societies contributing to the Woman’s Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sionary treasury. Last October were reported 26 young ladies’ 
circles of 653 members, 27 bands of 662 members, and 15 contributing 
Junior organizations; also 14 Primary Sundaj^-school classes, the 
money total being $715. To-day we are glad to mention a slight ad- 
vance in various directions. Four additional young ladies’ circles 
render the number 30, comprising a membership of 707, and their 
donations reach $520.40, a gain during the year in that branch of $90, 
while 28 children’s bands numbering 568 members give $80.46. 
These last figures represent a loss of 94 in membership, and of $88 
in receipts, which is partially counterbalanced by the acquisition of 
four Junior societies contributing $28, and a slight gain among 
Primary Sunday-school classes. The whole amount of contributions 
reported to me is $751, an increase of $36 from 1897 and 1898, and 
$10 over the largest sum yet reported from the Junior Department. 
Though we have not realized the suggested amount of our appor- 
tionment, $J,200, neither does this total denote a very large average 
contribution from our possible 12,000 Juniors, yet on the whole the 
condition of our six-year-old ward is quite encouraging. Watchful 
oversight is maintained by six capable ladies representing as many 
associations. Unfortunately, but one of these, Mrs. F. W. Payne, 
Junior Secretary for the Hartford Association, could be in attendance 
at this time. She will relate some experiences acquired while prose- 
cuting her work in the Hartford Association. Concerning Ashford 
Association, I learn with regret of a slight decrease of membership 
in the various Junior organizations, though contributions are larger. 
The Secretary, Miss Cranska, continues her efforts, however, with 
unflagging courage, hoping for encouraging tokens. Reports from 
Fairfield Association were rather incomplete, but better indications 
prevail for the present year. Tidings received of the Junior work 
in the New Haven Association assure us that this association takes 
the lead in nearly every direction. The Secretary, Miss Cotter, 
spares neither time nor effort, and her reward is proportionate. The 
membership of bands and amount of their contributions have 
doubled, and progress is noted in Junior societies and among 
Primary Sunday-school classes. New London Association likewise 
has made advance along Junior lines of activity. Mrs. Llyde of the 
Stonington Union Department is, as ever, unwearied in effort and 
fruitful in resource. She reports correspondingly gratifying returns. 

Our literature, the nutriment provided for this growing Junior 
organism, is, as ever, abundant and satisfying. It should be re- 
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marked that the subscription list of the King's Messenger, that very 
valuable paper printed for the children and Juniors, has quite ma- 
terially lessened. Please do not neglect it, its efficiency depends so 
largely upon the financial support received. The attractive course 
of studies on Africa cannot be too highly recommended for the 
Juniors. Its maps, collection of historical facts, picturesque descrip- 
tions. and characteristic anecdotes cannot fail to interest. The sym- 
bols are very helpful in clinching the main truths. Opportunities 
among the young ladies of our churches were never more abundant. 
One has said “Opportunity is only the sand-paper — of no earthly 
use without a match.” How best to improve them is our problem. 
Our Farther Lights study courses offer attractions. Doubtless, mod- 
ifications appropriate to various conditions will suggest themselves. 
I can but beg you to give the situation the consideration its impor- 
tance demands. We greatly desire during the five months which re- 
main of the fiscal year to make large advancement in this Junior 
Department of the Women’s Foreign Mission Society of Connecticut. 
We plead for offerings from more Primary Sunday-school classes, 
from all Junior organizations of whatsoever name, and we ask 
especially for the influence and co-operation of the young women of 
our churches upon -whose hearts the burden of this work must pres- 
ently fall. We render prominent the financial side of the subject, 
not because we regard it the most important, but Ave feel assured 
benefit will result therefrom. We are not anxious about results, for 
AA 7 e remember the words of the apostle: “ God willeth that all men 
should be saved and come to the knowledge of the truth.”

The Eighth Annual Convention of the Baptist Union of Connecti- 
cut was held at Waterbury, October lbth and 17th. 

After an organ voluntary the congregation united in a praise 
service. 

President Wedge named the Nominating Committee to report this 
evening: Kev. J. S. Lyon, Rev. H. E. Wise, W. E. Dillon, Rev. J. R. 
Stubbert, Charles Yost, Rev. C. H. Brown. 

Rev. H. M. Wolfe, Jr., read for the scripture lesson, I John, 3, and 
led the Convention in prayer. 

After singing “My Jesus, I Love Thee,” Rev. A. P. Wedge, the 
President, gave his annual address. He said that the work the past 
year had been largely pioneer work. The President has visited 
many societies, trying to deepen the missionary spirit, to emphasize 
the C. C. course, and feel that good has been accomplished. 

Secretary H. A. Edgecomb read his report, giving the number of 
societies reporting as 67, 29 are Baptist Unions, 35 are Christian En- 
deavor Societies, and three have other names. There are 2,477 active 
members, 515 associate, and 159 honorary members, making a total 
of 3,151 members. There are 23 Junior societies with 821 members, 
making a grand total of 4,032. $2,057.38 have been raised and

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CHARTER. 


Passed May, 1S20. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives in General Assembly convened, That Asahel Morse, Caleb Moore, 
Joseph B. Gilbert, John Bolles, Hezekiah Huntington, Elisha Cush- 
man, Noadiah Woodruff, David King, Jesse Savage, Pierpont Brock- 
ets David Bolles, Isaac Dwinnell, Eli Ball, George Mitchell, David 
Turner, Jeremiah Brown, Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr., 
Orra Martin, Asa Talmadge, C'hauncey Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, 
Elijah Filley, and their associates, be and they are hereby formed 
into, constituted, and made a bodj r politic and corporate, by the 
name of “ The Connecticut Baptist Education Society ,” and by that 
name they and their successors shall and may have perpetual suc- 
cession, shall be capable of suing and being sued, pleading and being 
impleaded, in all suits of whatever nature soever, may have a com- 
mon seal, and the same alter or change at pleasure. And may also 
have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, 
or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed three thou- 
sand dollars. 

Sec. 2. The said Baptist Education Society may from time to 
time elect a president and such other officers and agents ajs they 
may find necessary or convenient; may elect and receive additional 
members; make by-laws respecting number, qualifications, and duties 
of their officers and members; prescribe the mode of election and ad- 
mission of members; the time, place, and manner of holding their 
meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum; and all other by- 
laws and regulations which said society may deem necessary for 
the government and due regulation of its concerns to promote and 
secure the essential objects of said Society, as expressed in their con- 
stitution — not repugnant to the laws of this state, or of the United 
States. 

Sec. 3. The first meeting of said society shall be held at Hart- 
ford, on the first Wednesday of May, A.D. 1821. 

Sec. 4. This act of incorporation, and every part thereof, may 
be altered, amended, or repealed at the pleasure of the General 
Assembly. 
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OOISTSTITUTIOK 


Article 1. This Society shall be known by the name of “ The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.” 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist young men, 
who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in acquiring such mental 
discipline and culture as shall render them more useful in the king- 
dom of Christ. 

Art. 3. The Society shall consist of such persons as pay into the 
treasury one dollar or more annually ; also of delegates from churches 
and auxiliary societies, which shall be entitled to representation at 
the annual meeting as follows, viz.: Every Church and auxiliaij 
society contributing to the funds of the Society five dollars annually 
shall be entitled to one delegate, and those contributing ten oi more 
dollars, two delegates; the payment of fifteen dollars in advance 
shall constitute membership for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this society shall consist of a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five 
Trustees, to be chosen annually in any manner the Society may 
determine. 

Art. 5. The Society shall also elect by ballot, at its annual meet- 
ing, Trustees of the Connecticut Literary Institution, as provided by 
the amended charter, and actively foster and advance our educa- 
tional interests in this State. 

Art. 6. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Execu- 
tive Committee to manage the concerns of the Society during its le- 
cess, to control its funds and property; to examine and admit can- 
didates to the benefits of the Society; and at every annual meeting 
of the Society they shall make a faithful report of their doings the 
preceding year. 

Art. 7. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, 
and record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee, 
draw all orders on the Treasurer authorized by said Committee, con- 
duct the correspondence, give notice of meetings, and prepare the 
annual report of the Executive Committee to the Society. The 
Treasurer shall have charge of the current funds of the Society, 
and pay them out only to the order of the Secretary; he shall also 
safely hold all bonds, notes, deeds, and other evidences of property 
belonging to the Society, giving ample security for these trusts. His 
accounts shall always be open to the inspection of the Executive 
Committee and Auditor, and he shall make a detailed report of the 
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same quarterly to said committee, and annually to the Society. The 
Auditor shall examine annually, or oftener, the accounts and securi- 
ties of the Treasurer, and certify the same. 

Art. 8. The Executive Committee shall, annually, at its first 
quarterly meeting, appoint a Finance Committee of three of its own 
members, who shall negotiate and invest all legacies, bequests, and 
other permanent funds of the Society, unless otherwise provided by 
their donors, according to the laws of Connecticut concerning trust 
funds. 

Art. 9. The annual meeting of the Society for the election of 
officers and transaction of other business shall be liolden during the 
week and at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. 
Special meetings of the Society may be called by the President, at 
the request of five members of the Executive Committee. The busi- 
ness of the Society may be transacted at all regular meetings by a 
majority of the members present. 

Art. 10. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society 
must be a member of some regular Baptist church. He must pro- 
duce a letter from said church, certifying his good standing, and its 
commendation of him as one called of God to the ministry. He 
must satisfy the Executive Committee that he possesses gifts promis- 
ing usefulness in the work; and he shall, furthermore, be recom- 
mended to the patronage of the Society by at least three regularly 
ordained ministers of the Baptist denomination. 

Art. 11. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall 
certify his intention to take a full course of study preparatory, col- 
legiate, and theological, unless, in the opinion of the Executive 
Committee, his age and circumstances do not admit of such a course; 
and the institutions in which beneficiaries pursue their studies shall 
be subject to the approval of the Executive Committee; and, volun- 
tarily failing to enter the ministry, or for sufficient cause being 
dropped from the list of beneficiaries, he shall refund the money, 
with interest, he has received from the Society. 

Art. 12. The personal services of those who are appointed to 
manage the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratu- 
itous. 

Art. 13. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Constitu- 
tion, except at an annual meeting of the Society, by a two-thirds vote 
of the members present, written notice of the proposed change hav- 
ing been given and recorded one year previous to its adoption. 


N. B. — The Amendments alluded to in Art. 5 is the Amendment 
to the Charter of the Connecticut Literary Institution, approved 
July 9, 1862, which reads: “That the Board of Trustees shall con- 
sist of not less than twenty-one (21), nor more than thirty-three (33),

THE EIGHTIETH MEETING 

OF THE 

Connecticut Baptist Educational Society. 


Waterbtjky, Oct. 18, 1899. 

The Eightieth Animal Meeting of the Society was held 
in the First Baptist Church, Waterbury, beginning at 10 
a. m., with President Rev. W. G. Fennell in the chair. De- 
votional services were conducted by Rev. J. A. Clarke of 
Wallingford. A short address was delivered by the President. 

The Chair appointed the following committees. 

On Nomination. — Rev. A. C. Hubbard, D.D., Rev. H. M. Thomp- 
son, Rev. A. C. Wheaton. 

On Enrollment. — Deacon J. L. Denison, Rev. G. 0. Sauer, Rev.

On Nomination of Trustees of Connecticut Literary Institution. 
Deacon J. W. Manning, Rev. J. D. Herr, D.D., Hon. C. O. Spencer. 

The annual report of the Executive Committee was then 
read by the Secretary : 

Dear Brethren: 

Your Executive Committee gratefully reports that we end this yeai 
free from all indebtedness, and with a small balance in the Treasury. 
Throughout the state, a growing interest in our work is being shown. 
For two years the Society lias been represented on the program of 
of every association in the state by either your President or Secre- 
tary, and everywhere a cordial reception has been given to youi 
officers.’ Every year there are being added new churches to the list 
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of those which regularly contribute to our Treasury, and there is a 
growing recognition of the fact that this Society is worthy of a place 
on every church calendar of systematic benevolence. 

The wisdom of your course in giving aid to these young men is 
appearing in the efficient service which is now being rendered to 
the churches by those who have recently gone out of our schools into 
the Christian ministry. One of our young men has become the 
assistant pastor of a large city church; another has seen the reward 
of his labors in the baptism of a great number of converts. Still 
another has become the pastor of a church which is rapidly growing 
under his watch-care. Thus the churches are getting almost im- 
mediate returns for their investments in Christian education, and 
these young men have been equipped for a lifelong work for which 
they could not have become fitted without your assistance. 

The young men who have been added to our list of beneficiaries, 
likewise, give promise of usefulness. The greatest care is exercised 
in the examination of these men before they are accepted by our 
Board. Evidence must appear of mental and moral qualifications 
for the high calling of the ministry before they are admitted to the 
benefits of this Society. Furthermore, it must be known that the 
assistance is absolutely needed before the quarterly appropriations 
are made. The high character of these men is illustrated by the 
voluntary withdrawal of one who no longer required assistance 
and the frequent suggestion of a reduction in the amount of the 
quarterly appropriation. 

During the summer these young men have been engaged in some 
lucrative employment, and in the first report of the year they make 
a statement of their earnings. The average amount earned by each 
during the past summer has been about $50. Many of them are 
engaged in some form of profitable labor even during the School 
year. Dining-room service, delivery of newspapers, printing, copy- 
ing, tutoring, and in a few cases preaching, are the more common 
methods of adding somewhat to their limited resources. 

Almost no expense is connected with the administration of the 
affairs of the Society. The members of the Board meet quarterly 
at their own expense. Still the regular meetings are well attended 
(particularly is this true of the last year), and the interest in the 
work increases. We therefore bring to you our annual report, 
grateful to you for the privilege of being - indentified with so worthy 
a cause, and with one towards which you are extending such 
generous support.

ASHFORD ASSOCIATION. 

Tbe 75tb Anniversary was held with the First Baptist Church of 
Danielson, September 6 and 7, 1899. Rev. Edwin Bennett of Brook- 
lyn was chosen Moderator, Rev. G. C. Chappell of Warrenville, Clerk 
and Treasurer. Net gain of members during the year was five. The 
annual sermon was delivered by Rev. L. J. Bamberg of South Wood- 
stock, from the text found in 2 Corinthians v, 7. Theme: “The 
Religious Use of the Imagination.” The meeting of the Woman’s 
Home and Foreign Missionary Societies was held on Wednesday 
afternoon, Mrs. W. L. Atherton, presiding. Representatives of the 
different missionary enterprises presented their claims. “The Work 
of the Association ” was discussed by Revs. Briggs, Bamberg, Smith, 
Bartlett, and T'etreault. The date of the annual meetings was 
changed to the last Tuesday and Wednesday in September. Next 
annual meeting will be held at Thompson, September 25 and 26, 
1900. Rev. B. U. Hatfield will be the preacher; Rev. T. P. Briggs, 
alternate. 

FAIRFIELD ASSOCIATION. 

The 61st Anniversary was held Avith the church at South Nor- 
walk, September 27th and 28th. Rev. W. N. Morton preached the 
annual sermon, an earnest appeal for a deeper Christian living. 
Rev. G. W. Nicholson Avas chosen Moderator, Rev. Geo. D. Reid, 
Clerk and Treasurer. Home interests, particularly as fostered by 
the work of the State Convention, occupied a prominent place in the 
discussions. The Convention was represented by Revs. C. A. Pid- 
dock and P. S. Evans, as Avell as by the pastors in the Association. 
ReA’. J. S. Lyon gave a most pertinent address to young people on the 
need of emphasizing the spiritual in the Avork of their societies. The 
Woman’s Foreign Mission Society Avas led bj^ Mrs. Wheaton, and 
the Woman’s Home Mission Society by Mrs. Dewhurst. The reports 
of both of these did not sIioav the increase of interest in the work 
that was hoped for. The attendance on all the sessions of the 
Association aatis disappointingly small. Next meeting Avith the 
Second Church, Danbury, the fourth Wednesday in September, 1900. 

HARTFORD ASSOCIATION. 

The 110th Anniversary of this Association Avas held AAdth the 
Church in Rockville, Rev. A. P. Wedge, pastor, September 19th. Rev. 
J. H. Strong, Moderator of last year, called the Association to order. 
Organized by appointment of Rev. J. H. Strong as Moderator, Rev. 
A. P. Wedge as Clerk, Bro. C. O. Spencer as Treasurer. The annual 
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sermon was preached by Rev. Harold Pattison, from Ex. xvii, 11, 12. 
In the afternoon addresses were made by Rev. C. A. Piddock on 
“ The Work of the State Convention ” ; and bj r Rev. W. G. Fennell, 
in the interests of “ The Education Society.” These were followed by 
a discussion on the general topic, “ The Need of Our Churches — a 
New Testament Type of Life.” Rev. O. O. Fletcher spoke on 
“ Gospel Morality — is it preached from our desks, and practiced by 
the pews?” and Rev. G. M. Stone, D.D., on “Gospel Spirituality — 
is it the Mainspring of our Life and Service? ” The evening session 
was held under the auspices of the B. Y. P. U. Rev. J. H. Strong 
spoke on “ The Place of Personal Work in the New Testament ” ; and 
Rev. W. G. Fennell on “ The Horizon of Disciplesliip.” The session 
of Wednesday morning was occupied with reports of committees, 
a discussion on the question, “ How may the Cause of Missions be 
Most Wisely Presented to our Churches,” in which Rev. J. S. Lyon 
and others participated, and a missionary sermon by Rev. W. P.

The 74th Anniversary was held with the Olivet Church, New 
Haven, Alljui K. Foster, Pastor, October 4th. Organized by election 
of Rev. W. G. Fennell as Moderator, Rev. Dryden W. Phelps as 
Clerk. The annual sermon was preached by Rev. Raymond Maples- 
den, from John ii, 15; theme, “The Severity of Christ.” Addresses 
were made by Rev. F. E. Hazlewood, on “ Home Missions ”; by Rev. 
C. A. Piddock, on “State Missions”; by Pastor Meyer, on “The 
Church of This Age — Its Message” ; by Pastor, on “Its Mission”; 
by Pastor Hanna, on “ Its Resources ” ; by Pastor Fennell, on “ What 
of the Churches of this Association? ” Pastor Clarke, Rev. J. L. Dear- 
ing of Japan, and Pastor Dixon of Hartford, also spoke.

NEW LONDON ASSOCIATION. 

The 82d Anniversary was held with the Bozrah Baptist Church 
at Leffingwell, September 13th and 14th.

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was preached by Rev. J. G. Ward; text. Jolin xi, 28. Rev. S. G. 

The 
whole of Wednesday evening was given to the interests of the Young 
People’s Societies. Only thirty baptisms were reported, while eighty- 
four have died; there has been a loss of sixty-three members. Total 
benevolence was $4,561.39.

Addresses wei'e made by Rev. O. A. Piddock 
of the State Convention, Rev. W. G. Fennell, representing the school 
at Suffield, and also the Education Society, Rev. M. G. Pogson, 
D.D., Secretary of the Minister’s Plome, Rev. C. H. Spalding, D.D., 
of the Publication Society, and Rev. Alexander Trumbull, represent- 
ing the Home Mission Society. The next meeting will be held with 
the Baptist Church of Old Lyme. Preacher of the annual sermon, 
Rev. Frank Day; alternate, Rev. G. C. Sauer. Of the missionary 
sermon, Rev. H. E. Wise; alternate, Rev. C. M. Reed.

2. “ The early church sought to preserve itself, let the 
world do what it would; result, first, asceticism, and second, 
protest. No right now to protest, but conquest. No need 
now of new theology, but new idea of Christian character and 
Christian motives. 

3. “ There is that in human nature which on demand can 
reach through the conventionalities of life and do great service 
for God and man.” 

Then after a verse of “ Blest Be the Tie That Binds ” the 
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benediction was pronounced, and the goodly company separa- 
ted to meet again, we trust, at as satisfactory reunions next 
and many succeeding years.

ANNUAL BANQUET. 

The Annual Banquet was served with reasonable prompt- 
ness at the Scovill House, covers being laid for 140 guests, 
nearly all being present. After a blessing was asked by Rev. 
Charles C. Smith of Waterbury, a remarkably good course 
dinner, and then from 9.40 o’clock a number of speeches by 
distinguished members of the Union and their invited guests. 

President Hon. C. O. Spencer — “ One should be on good 
terms with his wife, conscience, and stomach ; result, happiness 
in domestic circle, a conscience void of offense, Christian 
fellowship. The social intercourse of this Union not to be 
compared with any other body of people.” 

Rev. E. J. Parry, D.D., welcomed the Union — a body of 
consecrated business men — to W aterbury in a bright and 
breezy talk, punctuated by appropriate witticisms. “ The 
chemist takes a string and dropping it into a solution of alum, 
soon has a collection of iridescent gems. And so around the 
Bible ministers and laymen have gathered and crystalized into 
gems for the adornment of the Master.” 

Hon. William A. Grippin, President of the Convention, 
having asked to be excused from further speaking, the 
following toast was drunk, all standing : “ President Grippin, 
long may he live to serve the Baptists of Connecticut.” We 
drink water because in W aterbury. 

Rev. G. W. Nicholson, D.D., Bridgeport — “The first 
message to the Churches is that the spirit, the tone, has been 
more devotional, more Christ-like than some other conventions. 
After the breaking of spiritual drought of past years we can 
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go back to our work of saving souls. All roads lead to Rome, 
with me all speeches lead to money. Can we raise the 
$10,000 reserve fund? Two brethren have each pledged 
ten per cent, of all raised up to that sum. With one-fifth 
already in sight the fund is certainly secured.” 

Hon. J. W. Manning, Putnam — “ The credit for pioneer 
work in the Social Union belongs to Gov. James L. Howard, 
first meeting in Hew Haven, next at Wadda-Wannuck and then 
at Fenwick. We should welcome those who come to raise the 
fund proposed, if they come to pray with or for us, don’t feel 
that we are preyed upon ! ” 

Rev. 0. O. Fletcher, D.D., Suffield — Flad heard that 
Eastern people were cold and distant, but would think he was in 
the wild West to hear Hr. Hicholson talk. Consecration is not 
the saying of something in a meeting — the writing I and mine 
across our holdings. Put before our business men particulars 
relative to special fields; let us have a bill of specifications; in- 
formation in re some fields of the past and what has been ac- 
complished. Finally, my brethren, it is appropriate for the 
shepherd, after feeding and furnishing drink to the flock, to 
shear the sheep.” 

Deacon D. L. Smith, Water bury- — -“Would not be on 
good terms with his wife if he stayed much longer; was glad 
to speak before Rev. Mr. McKeever because they both had 
the same subject, and could excuse himself because the follow- 
ing speaker took so much time.” 

Rev. F. J. McKeever, Hew London. — “ The immediate 
message, what is it? We can’t return with an imperative 
command, let it be a word, a message of love from the con- 
vention to the churches.” 

John Ledyard Denison, Hartford — “A delightful time 
looking into your eyes, as in a looking-glass, and thus I see 
myself. ‘ My willing soul would long to live in such a town 
as this.’ Seventy years ago the assembled wisdom of the state 
granted religious liberty; this state owes its liberty and con-

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stitution to our fathers. The message to the Churches? 
What was the Convention formed for f Its objects, preaching 
the gospel and forming of Sunday-schools. Opportunity in- 
volves responsibility — and the message is, What are you 
going to do ? ” 

Rev. C. A. Piddock of Connecticut — “I joy at seeing 
what you have done. This reserve fund is not a hasty thought, 
we have been considering it carefully. I am thankful for 
our Convention President, for a man of large affairs and wide 
experience, to whom I can go for practical, sensible advice. 
Dr. Eicholson is one of the staunchest men a Superintendent 
of Missions could have — and there are others. W e should 
see this reserve fund well in hand before the dawn of the year 
1900; by the Grace of God, let us do it. 

All of the speeches were good, while a few were better, 
and then each voice was lifted in “ Praise to God from whom 
all blessings flow” as adjournment was announced at 11.15
